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MY IDEAL RESTAURANT. 

By taking. the lift from Switzers ground 
floor one may pass from memories of 
-ighteenth century France to memories of 
eighteenth century Dublin, «Downstairs. are 
the de Lannay. engravings. . Upstairs.are.the 
Malton aquatints. |The .entire set of these, 
cempleted between 1797 and 1799> hang án 
the walls, and the Malton book from which 
they were taken is in-a little.reom adjoining, 
a room where one may write end smoke, wait 
for a friend, or simply be at peace. 

It is in the very centre of life just there, 
yet the little rooni beyond. the restaurant. is 
quiet, Eleanor Young. was going abroad tast 
eek, and she wanted some addresses: of 
hotels and information: from me (she was 
going to a part of France 'I knew specially 
well), so she booked a table there for her 
brother, herself and me. I came early and I 
amused myself by looking at the old Malton 
book. At the beginning there is a history of 
Dublin, and J took down one sentence:

game hanting in Africa. Because the 
disappointed lover mowadays does not 
regard big-game hunting as the most con- 
genial alternative to marriage with the 
lady of his choice, people like to believe | 
that improvement and greater efficieney in 
the making of firearms and a. “more 
accurate knowledge of the habits of wild 
animals must have made the shogting of 
lions almost as safe as the shooting of 
deer in Scotland. 

Indeed, the hanter who went out into 
the blue, with his Gephant gun resting in 
the crook of his arm and a score of native | 
carriers filing behind, certainly had a 
more @iffieult task than the hunter who 
goes after game with a Ford lorry and the 
latest American field equipment. Yet 
there is in the kind of hunting which the 
Prince of Wales and his brother, the Duke 
of Gloucester, are undertaking—even when 
carried out ander the most favourable 
conditions—a far more considerable risk 
than is commonly realised at home, It is 
precisely this element of uncertainty and 
danger which will probably attract the 
two Princes, whose fondness of point-to- 
point racing suggest that they both feel 
that exaltation in the triumph over danger 
which characterises the natural hunter. 

Obviously mo amount of mechanical 
efficiency in the making of rifles can steady 
one’s hand or inspire one’s decisions when 
a blundering rhinoceros or aggressive 
buffalo suddenly charges down on one’s 
path from a sea ef yellow grass that would 
hide a man on horse-back at a distance of 
fifteen yards. The most experienced and 
best-trained guides in the world may be 
powerless to come to ome’s aid if one’s 
intrepidity fails one then. It is impos- 
sible, moreover, to tell what the African 
wild beasts will do under any given ecir- 
cumstances. We hear much of the terror 
inspired by Indian tiger and the American 
grizzly bear; but the Indian tiger is shot 
from the safety of the hugh 
provided by an elephant’s back, 
grizzly bear is, comparatively, a slow- 
moving and duall-witted animal, 


WILDEST OF THE BEASTS. 


There are in the country in which the | 


Princes will do must of their shooting at 
least five animals which are any day as 
dangerous as either of these two, and will 
have to be shot under more difficalt condi- 
tions. They are the lion, the on 
the buffalo, the rhinoceros the 
leopard. These are five of the most 
dangerous wild animals in the world, 
either because of their enormous strength 
and unimaginable courage when roused, 
or because of their cunning. Of none of 
the five is it pos@ible to predict how it will 
behave. Often a wounded animal of this 
grouy May run away, while an unwounded 
one may show unexpected and terrible 
fight. 

These animals seem to possess almost 
as much individuality as human beings, 
and their behaviour depends upon their 
individual temperament as well as on the 
nature of their wounds, the presence or 
absence of cover, and the position of the 
hunter with regard to the hunted. Often 
«a Cow “tonto,” a one-tusked ‘elephant or 
a solitary baffalo bull will fight and do 
its best to kill the hunter, but it is a 
great mistake to believe that it will always 
charge. The only guide that the hunter 
has is to remember that these animals are 
at all times dangerous, that, when one 
hunts them, one stands a very good chance 
of meeting a violent death or of being 
painfally mauled. and that accidents fre- 
quently occur from the security of a pre- 
conceived plan of action suited to different 
conditions. One has only to be familiar 
with the lives of great big-came hunters 
to realise how often the totally unforeseen, 
entered into the exploits. If it werd 
possible to assess the death-roll from this 


element of surprise, it would be found to | 


be a very heavy one, indeed. 


THE LION’S CUNNING. 


Great. difference of opinion exists, and 
heated discussions still take place, as to 
which of the five animals, especially the 
first four, are the most dangerous and 
difficult to hunt. Personally, 1 would say 
that lions and elephants have wrought 


greater vengeance on their hanters than | 
no more | 


any other beasts. There is 
dangerous foe than a hungry lion, prowl- 
ing round one’s camp on a dark night, and 
many a person has been silently dragged 


by them to awful death. People who like | 


to say original things will have it that 
the king of beasts is a cowardly animal, 
but it is certain that he will do the most 
courageous, pugnacious and fearsome 
things. 

He is one of the most elusive animals 
on the African continent. I have known 
men whe have hunted fer years in Africa 
nud have never shot a lion, and I have 
known people who have gone out for a 
tramp after tea and have shot four in a 
single hour. Wounded liohs often show a 
pugnacious and almost incredible deter- 
mination to be avenged. T have heard of 
lionesses who, when wounded, 
dragged down a ten-feet shooting plat- 
form and killed their hanter. A hunter 
told me once of a lion which he thought 
he had shot mortally through the head. 
On making for the spot where the animal 
had fallen his .gun-bearer shouted a warn- 
ing to him, and, turning round quickly, 
he saw what he thought was another beast 
charging at him through the grass in the 
opposite direction. Om shooting the animal 
he found the first bullet in its head. It 
had crawled in great agony round his 
‘@ank. 

Another factor which makes the lion 
dangerous is the fact that he is largely a 
nocturnal animal, and, as he takes advan- 
tage of every bit of cover, seldom charg- 
ing in the open, he is more formidable | 
than most wild beasts. His famous roar 

s not, as a rule, give one any warning ; 
for he roars chiefly out of satisfaction 
When he. has eaten his fill and is tess 
dangerous. When on the prow! the lion 
is a silent foe. 

The elephant is dangerous to hunt, 
chiefly because it has only twe places 
on its body through which it can be 
imstantly killed. The elephant bulls, or 
even cows With calves, have a weirdly 
gccurate instinct for detecting and tracing 
their pursuers, almost inexorable 
powers in bringing about their destrnc- 
tion. These clumsy, stoth-looking pachy- 
derms move with astonishing speed and 
momentam. A famous African hunter was 
killed by an elephant althonch he had 
fired two bullets into vulnerable parts and | 
eight in the rest of its body.

[An Old Bridge. 


One of the oldest bridges in Ireland is 
that over the River Suck, in Ballinasloe, 
built by King Roderick O’Connor as far 
back as the year 1980. This bridge was first | 
built over the bed of the river, and it still 
remains in that position. It is not to be 
confused with the very handsome bri 
erected by the Suck Drainage Board about 
forty years ago over the cutting which was 
made by that Board with a view of reliev-| 
ing the flooding which still periodically 
oceurs. Tn the old days Ballinasloe Was a. 
very important outpost of the Sassenach, 
and it may be interesting to mention that 
there is still extant a letter from Queen 
Elizabeth to her Lord Lieutenaht caution- 
ing him to keep her castle at Bailinasloe 
in good repair. 


An Ancient Abbey. 


The ancient abbey of Kiloonnell, County 
Galway, which I visited the other day, 
was founded by one of the O’Kellys, Kings 
of Hy Many, whose territory ran from the 
source Of the Shannon to Galway. The 
storrework of the east window, a6 a result 
of the care bestowed on it by the Board of 
Works, is still in excellent state of preser- 
vation—a very fine example of the archi- 
tecture of the period. This old abbey is 
the burial place of many ancient Galway 
families, ineluding the Dalys, of Dun- 
sandle (now related to Princess Mary by 
the marriage not very long ago of Major 
Bowes Daly to a near relative of Viscount 
Lascelles), and the Donelans of Ball. 
donelan Castle. 


Earl of Trimbleston. 


Rich im historic interest, Kilconnell 
Abbey contains a very fine monument to 
Roger Barnewall, sixteenth Earl of 
Trimbleston, who, it is on the 
nronument, was transported into Connaught 
by the ‘‘ bloody ” usurper Oliver Cromwell 
with all his family and retainers. Lord 
Trimbleston was assigned the tle of 
the firenches of Monivea by the Govern- 
ment for a residence, and the Hrenchts, a 
very old family, were transplanted. Under 
the Act of Settlement, however, the 
firenches were later restored to their estates 
and Lord Trimbleston to his Meath home 
where his descendants still reside and hold 
the title.

Now what about a vint 
at the back? Ye're not sure. Well, some 
likes them and some don’t. It’s ail a 
matther o’ taste. Sare ve can think it 
over, an’, when ye come for the first 
fittin’, ve can let me know. Anyhow, a 
vint is of no consequence. Í can put it in 
or take it out anytime ve want it, Yell 
have an outside breast pocket, of course. 
They're rale fashionable. 

“What svrt of trousers dye want? 
They're worn long an’ loose these times in 
Dublin. No, IL wouldn't recommend 
Oxford bags.

Six weeks later the owner of the suit- 
length again visits the tailwr. He is 
welcomed. [In aii probability there are 
several neighbours sitting round, laughing 
and chatting and smoking while the tailor 
sews. Eventually he placks up courage 
and he inquires about the progress of his 
suit. ‘‘I suppose ye’re not ready for me 
yet?” he remarks. “No,” the tailor 
replies, ‘I’m not. Tm up to me eyes in 
work. Look at that pile o stuff over 
there waiting to be done.” 


THE HANDICRAFT SUIT. 


“A good tailor is always kept busy,”’ 
one of the neighbours remarks. Weil, 
there is sOme consolation in that. How- 
ever, it is impossible to hurry a country 
tailor. Experience has proved that it is 
the best policy to let him take lis time. 
A good craftsman is temperamental, and, 
if he is rushed or bothered br an 
impatient customer, wy xy may botch en 
expensive piece of material. 

Thus, when trade is good it may take 
the tailor three months or six months, or 
even a year, to make a suit. Yet when it 
is finished the torment and the annoyance 
of the Jong wait are completely forgotten. 
It is a fine piece of work, a beautilul fit, 
and every stitch is honest. 

On its first Sunday it is a subject for 
comment. Its bashfwl wearer feels very 
self-conscious. The fit and cut are 
criticised. Tt is compared with the work 
of other tailors. One old farmer in 
a ‘‘claw-hammer”’ or frock coat—one of 
those roomy, rural coats, with big Zaps 
over the capacious pockets at the back— 
hopes that it will wear as Jong as his suit, 
which has been worn every Sunday since 
Easter Sunday in 1908. 

These country-made suits give long and 
faithful service. They are kept for a 
couple of years for best wear. They are 
then worn every day. The handcraft suit 
will stand any amount of hard labour, 
and it will easily outlast two shoddy, 
veady-made suits.

UNUSUAL PLAY AT THE 
PEACOCK THEATRE. 


Dublin's newest theatrical company, The 
New Piavers, is to be complimented as much 
on its courage in attempting such a play as 
‘‘OQutward Bound” and upon the success 
which attended it last night at the Peacock 
"Theatre. 

People who go to the theatre solely for 
amusement may be scared somewhat if they 
be ‘told that Sutton Vane’s play deals with 
the immediate consequences of death; but 
they need have no qualms about patronising 
the Peacock Theatre for the next two evenings 
on that account. After death there is at 
least as much to lauch at as there is in life, 
according to Mr. Vane, and audiences every- 
where have taken the hint. For over five 
years, since its first production at the 

verymnan Theatre, in Hampstead, in Sep- 
tember, 1923, the play has met with a cordial | 
reception in all parts of the world. 

“ Qutward Bound” is a serious play: that 
is tm say, it & the result of thought and the 
cause of reflection. [ts treatment is light, 
but never vant, and so thought is not 
overspréad with gloom. The entire action 
passes on board a well-appointed ship. On 
board is a company just a little mixed for 
such surrowndings, inclediag a char- 
woman, a profiteer, the snobbish Mrs. 
Chiveden-Banks, a pair of lovers, a dinso- 
maniac, a clergyman, and a delightful har- 
man. <All these people have just died, and 
are setting owt for the unknown. 

The first act is masterly in its contro) of 
suspense, at gradually the audience is 
hrought into deep waters with the passengers. 
The second act dracs a little. as all vovages 
will, but in the third act Mr. Vane again 
gained control of hie characters and situr ton, 
and he brings his play’ to a satisfying end. 

The three acts are seldom without some 
surprising touch, and its action keeps an 
audience wp to let it down cent. A 

ity play it may be supposed Mr Sutton 
Vane had in mind te write. and if "Out. 
ward Rownd ** dors not challenge “ very. 
man,” it fs, at least, the finest moralite plaw 
of its time. Good satire, ton ae there must 
be in A food morality play if it is to he 
savoured hy audiences in theatres rather thon 
schtlars in studies. To each according to his 
inteytion seems t be Mr. Vane’« “lesson.” 
and his foture life is not so empty ns some 
of his contemporary dramatists would have 
the world believe.

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. BROADCASTING. 
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A GREAT OCCASION. 


Paderewski left us no sense of disappoint- 
ment. Few can have expected the experience 
of his recital in Dublin last Saturday to be 
so aweing. Instinctively, as Paderewski got 
to his feet at the close of his performance, we 
also stood up. He had coavinced us of his 
greatness. 

It was no mere platform “ celebrity’’ that 
we honoured thus: but a man whom we knew 
to have taken great decisions in the world of 
affairs, to have founded the néw fortunes of 
an old nation, to have been hailed as that 
nation’s head, amd to have taken his place 
among the rulers and statesmen—and, after 
all that, to have abandoned political power 
and honours to lay his art before the world 

in, an art now by the effects of 
his intervening experiences. 

The scene was almost eerie. The music 
issued from the pianoforte on the stage, but 
the player was ali but invisible, for the stage 
remained dark. 

For a few minutes, soon after the begin- 
ning, @ faint light glimmered down thr 
a window in the flies—the san, we guessed, 
was shining out-of-doors; the pianist’s high 
forehead wed white, and the long arms 
could be descried as the performer's hands 
moved over the keyboard. Then. the faint 
glimmer faded, and in the subsequent dark- 
ness we could make out when the pianist 
stood up from his seat or resumed it. An 
audience that filled the auditorium and half 
the stage as well was awed by the scene 
and by the performance. 5 

A LONG PROGRAMME. . 

Paderewski had a jong ramme, with 
Beethoven's Sonata in A flat, Opus 110, as 
the most substantia] single work. His eluci- 
dation of the Etudes Symphoniques of Schu- 
mann was Narwre he Lisat arrange- 
ments of Schubert muse (“ Barcaroile.' 
“Soirée de Vienne, ' “‘ Hark, hark, the lark,'' 
and “ Erl King "*), were given with dazzling 
brilliance, and a piece of pure Schubert was 
added as an encore. The Chopin works on 
the programme were played as we never shall 
hear them played again, with the “ Butter. 
fly’ study added as a further marvel of deft 
execution. A modern work descended from 
Chopin, the lovely ‘‘ Nocturne a Ragusa.”’ by 
Schelling, was a dream of delight, and the 
Second gi of Liszt exceeded even what 
we expected of one whose spirited playing of 
the Rhapsodies made his name. (I remember 
his paying of the Thirteenth Rhapsody thirty 
years as though it were yesterday.) Tired 
though he must have been at the end of this 
programme, Paderewski came back to play 
a suite of his own composition, finishing with 
the popular ‘ Minwet.”’ 

The veteran has lost not one jot of his old 
skill, and it was thrilling to note the perfee- 
tion of delivery of all this music. More im- 

ressive still, however, was the Beethoven 

nata. His juterpretation was unique, be- 
cause the world has not seen, a 
May not see again while Beethoven's 
music lasts, another such a combination 
of ripe wisdom and technical skill. All that 
Paderewski has known of the sorrows and 
triumphs of a nation in the throes of the 
Great War and in the subdsequent re-shaping” 
ped gone to that interpretation. Paderewski's 
mind to-day is as near as any mind will go 
to the plane on which Beethoven’s was work- 
ing when he wrote the Sonata in A flat. 

us A flat Sonata belongs to that last 

pediod of Beethoven's, when his thoughts 
seemed to reach beyond any known musical 
medium of expression. It was composed 
when the greater part of the Mass in D had 
been written, but before the Ninth Symphony 
and a few years before the last quartets. 
Beethoven's pianoforte music always antici- 

ted his work in les easily-wielded 
orms; and of ali his music the last three 
sonatas, of which this is. the middle one. are 
nearest in style and spirit to those unparal- 
leled quartets. 

THE MIND OF BEETHOVEN. 

Many in the audience last Saturday were 
completely at a loss in listening to the sonata. 
They need not be ashamed of themselves : one 
must have gone far along the paths of 
musical understanding to begin te see 
sense in the utterances of Beethoven s 
last years. So far as elucidation is 
possible, Paderewski gave it. Technically 
the materia! is intractable. Czerny, who was 
a pupil of Beethoven, wrote of the ‘‘ uncom- 
fortable pianism”’ of the last three sonatas, 
and of their " harmonic roughnesses.”’ 

Most pianists regard them, and the 
“ Hammerkiavier’’ Sonata that came before 
them, as impracticable. containing something 
that will not yield itself in performance. 
“Does he imagine that [ think of his 
wretched fiddle when the spirit is on me” 
Beethoven exclaimed, when it was told him 
that the violinist, Schuppanzigh. had com- 
plained of passages not tying well under the 
bow. He gave little thought to the capacity 
of the pianoforte when he wrote the last 
sonatas. 

The A flat Sonata, with its progress from 
a massive first section to a plaintive arioso. 
and from that to one of thos rugged fugal 
movements which occur so strangely in 
Beethoven's last works. has a content which 
Paderewski himself could not make in- 
telligible to the mind or traly acceptable to 
the ear: but this recital. nevertheless, was 
an aweing experience, to be conscious of the 
working of a creat artist's mind and skill on 
material which itself strikes awe in all who 
approach it. music remains a mystery, 
but to be led by Paderewski to the very 
curtain of the mvstery was an experience that 
moved and thrilled. 

The exnerience is not likely to be repeated. 
Paderewski is 67 years of age: Dublin hardly 
can expect to see him again. On Saturday 
it saw him risen io a stature towering fat 
chore that of any other musical interpreter 
we have known in our time.

FREE STATE ARMY UNIFORMS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sim,—Some hundreds of officers are virtua!! y 
compelled by the recent Army Order, requ. 
ing them to wear ther uniforms off duty, to 
provide themselves with at least one adiii- 
tional outfit. In antipication of this new 
business the tailoring firms interested in the 
military trade procured substantial stocks of 
Irish-made materials of the kind prescribed 
by the Army regulations, and were preparin., 
as soon as they could gauge their require- 
ments, to place fregh orders with the Insh 
woollen mills. They also employed more 
tailors, cutters, etc. and equipped ther 
workshops to cope with a large number ot 
orders at short notice. The sequel is iv 
teresting. 
When the officers came to place their orders 
it transpired that only One in every six had 
selected Inmsh-manufactured cloth; the over. 
whelming majority favoured a foreign-madde 
material. Here the crux arose: there are no 
stocks of the foreign-made cloth of the kind 
prescribed by the regulations. and the foreign 
mills cannot give deliveries for six or eight 
weeks. Those who had chosen the foreign 
material had the alternative, therefore. of 
reverting to the Irish-manufactured article or 
waiting, perhaps, two months or more for 
the imported one. In almost every case they 
favoured waiting. 
Now the shops are left with the Irish-made 
regulation material on their hands. The 
Trish woollen mills will not get their ‘fresh 
orders, and the tailors, cutters, etc., are again 
unemployed and will remain without work 
until the foreign mills are able to make 
deliveries of the cloth which the officers are 
waiting for. Meantime the State will provide 
unemployment benefit for the unemployed 
woollen mill workers. That will just save 
them from starvation; but, so far as the 
tailors are concerned, per cent, of them 
will not even get unemployment benefit. They 
will have a hungry winter. 
May I emphasise the fact that, so far as 
the Irish-made cloth in this case is concerned, 
there can be no question that it ts onsuitable 
oz the price prohibitive? The experts assure 
me that in textare, quality and finish it is 
superior to the impovyted article. It is not 
quite so alluring to the eye, perhaps; but it 
makes up a better garment. In price it is 
from is. to ós. per yard cheaper than the 
foreign material that has displaced it. The 
fact that even a minority of the officers 
selected it «> its merits is evidence that it js 
not unsuitable. No doubt, the public would 
be interested to know the grounds on which 
so many Officers have rejected it and are 
willing to wait two months or more for foreign 
material.~Yours, etc., L. J. Durry.

REMEMBRANCE. 


18,000 MEN ON 
PARADE. 


MARCH INTHE RAIN 


A GREAT AND ORDERLY 
GATHERING. 


“Remembrance Day in Dublin was 
more orderly and peaceable than any of 
its nine predecessors, With the exception. 
of an incident: which took place at 
O'Connell Bridge shortly before 1 o'clock, 
and which arose out of an attempt to 
snatch two miniature Union Jacks from a 
passing motor car, nothing occurred to 
mar the harmony of the celebration in the 
city streets.” 

In these words an officer of the Metro- 
politan Civic Guard expressed himself last 
night. “I have never seen,” he added, 
“so many people wearing the poppy—in 
fact, every person seemed to be displaying 
the emblem. This may have had an effect 
on the good order that prevailed.” 

It was nearly one o'clock when the various 
sections of the procession dispersed, and fot 
some hours there were unusually large crowds 
in the streets. 

FLAG-SNATCHERS PUNISHED. 

The incident at O’Connell Bridge threatened 
at first to develop into a serious disturbance. 
After the ceremony at the Phenix Park, a 
motor car on which were two miniature 
Union Jacks while proceeding slowly along 
the street was ne oS i by a number of young 
men, who pulled the flags from the bonnet of 
the car. They were in the act of tearing up 
the flags when they were seized by some of 
the ex-Service men and rather roughly 
handled. Policemen who hurried to the scene 
drew their batons and got between the two 
groups and separated them. The flag-raiders 
‘made their way quickly along Sackville street 
as far as Middle Abbey street, but they were 
caught there by men wearing. poppies, who 
subjected them to considerable punishment. 

One man ih order to escape from an ex- 
Service man made an attempt to escape 
punshment by jumping on the running board 
of a passing saloon motor car, which was 
travelling at between fifteen and twenty miles 
an. hour in the direction of the Nelson Pillar. 
He failed to grasp the door handle and fell, 
narrowly escaping the back wheels of the car. 
He was stunned, and was allowed to go away 
without further molestation. 

Some of his companions fared worse. Three 
or four of them rushed along Abbey street 
in the direction of the Plaza, but »they 
were followed by some poppy wearers and 
severly handled. The police then arrived and 
dispersed the crowd that had assembled in 
the street. There were several cut heads 
and disfigured faces in the crowd. Two 
members of the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
attended two of them before they were re- 
moved to hospital. 

FLAG-CARRIERS SENT HOME. 

At about the same hour a crowd of about 
200 young women and boys carrying a large 
Union Jack as a banner, and a number of 
smaller flags, appeared at the junction of 
D'Olier street and College street. They 
were intercepted by the police, who compelled 
them to go to their homes, and they went off 
in the direction of Tara street singing ‘‘ God 
Save the King” and the “ Red, White and 
Blue.” . 

From four o’clock onwards the streets of 
the city were crowded. here were some 
cases of poppy snatching by youths, but only 
in one instanee had the police to interfere. 
This’ occurred in Westmoreland street at 
about five o’clock. A group of youths aged 
from 15 to 20 years did their utmost to 
cause a disturbance by snatching poppies 
from pedestrians. A number of policemen 
_— ‘on the scene and quickly dispersed 
them. * 


MARCH TO PHC@NIX 
PARK. 


THE PROCESSION ALONG THE 
QUAYS 


From shortly after nine o’clock yesterday 
the quays and streets in the neighbourhood 
of Beresford place began to assume a crowded 
appearance as throngs of people came from all 
parts of the city and suburbs to watch the 
different contingents of ex-Service men taking 
part in Remembrance Day parade assemble 
aud form up to march to the temporary 
Cenotaph erected in the Phenix Park. A 
heavy drizzle of rain fell all the morning, 
hut 1t would have taken more than gloomy 
weather conditions to keep Dublin people 
indoors yesterday morning. Waterproois and 
umbrellas were in evidence everywhere, but 
as a set-off against the dark, depressing 
morning it seemed as if most people sported 
whole clusters of poppies instead of a single 
fiower. ~ 

The parade moved off up Eden quay at 
9.45, led by the Dublin Central Branch Band. 
Next came Major-General Sir William Hickie, 
K.C.B., President of the Irish Free State 
Area of the British Legion, and the mem- 
bers of the Area Council. Eighteen thousand 
strong, when all the sections had fallen 
in, the column marched up the quays, accom- 
panied by a dense crowd on either side. Here 
and there could be seen a figure in the old 
Lhaki uniform, which was invariably accorded 
a specially warm welcome. Everywhere 
flass fiuttered, and two enthusiastic 
dames in one of the women sections 
carried one bearing a picture of the 
fing fastened to their umbrellas. Another 
woman had a small Union Jack swathe 
close round her hat, and stil] another, who 
wore a shawl round her shoulders and no 
hat, sported a wreath of poppies—of the ex- 
pensive variety—on her head. Two very 
small boys in miniature khaki uniforms were 
carried proudiy aloft on their fathers’ 
shoulders, and received great plaudits from 
the onlookers. 

VETERAN NAVAL MEN. 

Amongst the naval ratings which took part 
in the procession were some who were at the 
bombardment of Alexandria in 1882, and who 
also served in the Great War. Along with 
these veterans were younger men who served 
in the forcing of the Narrows, the Jutland 
battle, and the attack on Zeebrugge. The 
wreath which they laid on the Cenotaph bore 
the words: “ As a token of undying memory 
of the officers and men of the Portsmouth 
Division, Royal Navy, who laid down their 
lives in the Great War.” 

Immediately after the ceremony at the 
Cenotaph, General Hickie and a section of 
the British Legion marched to the Hibernian 
Military School, and laid a wreath on the 
memorial jn the grounds. 

THE RETURN MARCH. 

The return journey from the Cenotaph to 
the city was uneventful. Rain was falling, 
but it did not damp the ardour of the pro- 
cessionists. The bands played “' Tipperary,” 
‘“ Wrap up your troubles,” and other popular 
war-time airs, and the crowd sang them 
heartily. | At Beresford place the procession 
dismissed, It was a triumph of organisation 
from start to finish, and reflected the highest 
credit om Major Tynan, D.8.0., and the 
organising committee, and on all those who 
‘ook part in it. 


AT THE BROADSTONE. 


_ Despite the inclement weather nearly two 
hundred ex-Service men of the Great Southern 
Railvay, (Midland Branch), Broadstone, 
paraded at the terminus yesterday morning 
under the command of Major Cusack, Presi- 
dent ofthe Branch. They marched round 
to the Memorial Tablet on the outgoing side 
of the station, where a beautiful wreath was 
laid by Major Cusack. The tablet has been 
erected to some 60 men of the Midland 
Railway—Traffic, Engineers’, and Locomotive

CEREMONY AT MEMOBIAL 
CROSS. 


A large stone cross was erected three years 
ago in Bray to the memory of some hundreds 
of men belonging to Bray and the district 
who died in the war, Their names are 
lettered on bronze plates. surrounding the 
base of the cross. . Remembrance Day was 
memorial. The cross stands at the end of the 
Quinsborough road, near the railway station, 
in a plot set back from the roadway. The 
immediate vicinity was crowded with men 


and women and children, wearing the 
Flanders poppy. 
Bet ween doo and 500 ex-Service men 


assembled at th eTown Hall in the Main 
street, and the route of their procession past 
the cross was kept by some troops of Boy 
Scouts, under the command of Commissioner 
G. G. Childs. Around the base of the 
memorial about 40 girls, daughters of soldiers, 
and pupils of the Royal Drummond School, 
were lined in a semi-circle, making, with their 
bright, crimeon cloaks and bixu» tam o' 
shanters, a line of colour between the crowd 
and the cross. 
THE MARCH PAST. 

Precisely at 3.50 p.m. the head of the pro- 
cession of ex-Service men appeared opposite 
the memorial, and marched past, giving the 
'ealute and “eyes left.” When all the con- 
tingents had saluted, with their bands play- 
ing and banners flying, the head of the pro- 


cession returned, and the men were 
paraded in the roadway in _ three 
sides of the square.  Brigadier-General 


Lord Ardee, who headed the march past, 
came forward with Commissioner Childs, 
and the two minutes’ silence was observed. 
After a bugle had sounded the notes of the 
Reveille, wreaths were laid at the base of 
the Cross, and the simple ceremony was 
concluded, ' ' 

Lord Ardee laid the first wreath, that of the 
 Gritish Le ion, ‘and each of the local con- 
tingents placed wreaths. Captain Gilvary,

SERVICES IN THE CHURCHES. 


Kilkenny.—The day was observed in Kil- 
kenny by a procession of ex-Service men 
through the principal streets to special 
Services in St, Canice’s Protestant Cathedral 
and the Dominican Church.

war. These heroes fought for a great ideal, | 
which was, to make this world a better, 
brighter and happier place; but they did not 
live to see it and they died without having 
received the promise. It remained to those 
that they left behind to show that their great 
sacrifice shall not have been in vain. 

If this war does not end war, the Dean 
said, then the epitaph that history will in- 
scribe on the tombs of our dead hefoes will 
be that they died for their country, but they 
could not save it. 

In an impressive sermon in the Dominican 
Church, where the majority of the ex-Service 
men attended Mass, the Rev. Father Conlan, 
Prior, said that they were forced to the con- 
clusion that the peace of the world to-day 
was not a bit more stable than it was before 
the war. For Catholics, Remembrance Day 
had an especial significance, because it brought 
to their minds what their faith told them 
was due to those who fell,

THE SILENCE OBSERVED ON 
LINERS, 


Queenstown.—At Queenstown the Special 
Service held at St. Marys Protestant 
Church was attended by a detachment 
of bluejackets, under the command 
of Lieutenant - Commander J. 8.

The Memory of the Dead. 


The latest keeping of Armistice Day was 
the most. impressive of them all. 
Reverence and gratitude were the keynote 
of yesterday's observances at the Cenotaph 
in London and throughout the English- 
speaking world. . We cannot think that a 
sincerer or more inspiring tribute than 
Dublin’s was paid in any part of that 
vast area. The 18,000 ex-Service men 
who marched to the Phenix Park, the 
rest of the great assembly there and the 
congregations which filled the cathedrals 
and churches were moved by no selfish 
thought. Save for the boon of freedom, how 
many have personal cause for thanksgiv- 
ing? The war bereaved thousands of them, 
enriched none of them, impoverished not 
a few; and the ex-soldiers—the men who 
made every sacrifice save one—have been 
the worst sufferers. In Great Britain and 
in the other Dominions helping hands 
were offered to the victims of interrupted 
careers. In the new Ireland the return- 
ing soldier found scanty livelihood and a 
cold welcome. ' To-day poverty is nowhere 
more acute than in the ranks of the Free 
A story of hard- 
ships more recent and, perhaps, even more 
terrible than those of the battle-field was 
written on the faces of hundreds of the 
thinly-clad men who marched in yester- 
day's procession. For such men the annual 
celebration meant a triumph of the 
spiritual over the material ; and for all 
the celebrants Armistice Day, with its 
poignant memories, was an occasion of 
reverent submission to a higher will. 
Remembrance, gratitude, hope and 
pride—but a pride that lacked the 
slightest tinge of arrogance—filled the 
hundred thousand hearts which became a 
single heart in the minutes of silent 
prayer. It is, then, with less of anger 
than of wonder that we regard the out- 
What 
was the object of the attempts, happily 
‘abortive, to destroy the statues of two 
‘long-dead kings? With what sort of 
minds are those persons afflicted who 


625 | 
| think. that any respectable purpose can 


be served by such malignity? By what 
strange process of . reasoning do they 
persuade themselves that to shame Ireland 
lin the world’s face is to serve her? 

Trinity College, Dublin, made her full 
‘contribution to the needs of war. She 
gave 3,500 men to the fighting services in 
‘all parts of the world, and 870 of these 
were undergraduates. Many of them had 
prospects of a brilliant manhood ; most had 
careful plans for the future; but when 
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to answer it—every one a volunteer. Of 
the men from Trinity College 463 fell in 
battle or died on active service— 
poured out the red, 
Sweet wine of youth ; gave up the years to be 
Of work and joy. 

The names of the 463 are engraved in 
letters of gold within the small, but 
beautiful, Hall of Honour which was 
dedicated last Saturday: as a memorial of 
the College’s dead and as an inspiration to 
the future generations of her sons. The 
Greek word for ‘‘ Victory” is inscribed 
upon the Hall, and here it is a pregnant 
word. It means not only that the cause 
for which these men died was victorious, 
and not only that the culture which they 
embodied has been preserved from a 
deadly peril, but also that every golden 
name on those four walls enshrines a 
victory of the spirit. Rightly, in his 
moving address, Lord Glenavy said that 
the contemplation of such sacrifice uplifts 
and cleanses. It drowns with the splendour 
of high faith and pure idealism all those 
more sordid aspects of the war with which 
history has been too apt to concern itself. 
The Hall of Honour will be, for those 
who mourn, a temple of consolation; for 
the young men who come after it will be 
a chapel where, as with the young knights 
of old, vigil may fortify their souls. Trinity 
College has paid in part—but only in 
part—her debt to those unreturning sons. 
Dying for the freedom of the world, they 
died. also for the principles and. the 
standards which, in the course of three 
centuries, have saturated the College's 
very stones. She must ensure that the 
intellectual liberty, the wide outlook, the 
opportunities of service which made her 
lovely to the dead—the dead of many 
wars—shall be safeguarded "for the 
centuries to come. Stet fortuna domus. 


Co-operative Marketing. 


No question is of greater moment to 
the farmers of the Irish Free State to-day 
than that of the efficient marketing of 
dairy produce. It is universally recog- 
nised that Irish agriculture must find 
prosperity, if at all, under the system 
which is called mixed farming. The labour 
difficulty alone is sufficient to forbid, 
under modern conditions, a large increase 
in tillage. No farmer could undertake 
greatly increased tillage, paying labour its 
present demands for its present output, 
while present prices for the produce rule. 
Mixed farming as a national system of 
cultivation assumes a land of small- 
holders, working their land mainly by 
family labour. This system entails un- 
remitting toil, and, if it is not conducted 
by enlightened methods, the farmer’s 
family—especially the woman of the 
house—will lead an anxious and strenuous 
life. Enlightenment implies the abandon- 
ment of cumbrous and out-of-date means 
of cultivation, and close adhesion to the 
advice which experts furnish. Above all, 
it implies resort to co-operation. To 
yield the farmers of Ireland its full 
benefits co-operation must be adopted 
throughout the land, and must be main- 
tained with patience and loyalty. In the 
Free State public policy is directed 
expressly to this end, and, when the issue 
is clearly understood by an agricultural 
population that is somewhat slow to grasp 
the principles of progress, general and 
earnest adhesion to the policy of co- 
operative marketing may be expected. It 
is no secret that at present there is some 
wavering among those who ought to 
Support most loyally the co-operative 
system. Co-operation would be false to 
its nature if it were not voluntary, and 
we hope to see logical conviction prevail 
over reluctance. 

As a means of persuasion we welcome 
the Agricultural Bulletin published by 
the Cork University Press and entitled 
‘‘ Co-operative Marketing of Agricultural 
Produce.’’ The writer of the Bulletin, 
Mr. M. Murphy, who is lecturer in dairy 
accountancy and economics in University 
College, Cork, points out two limitations 
of the services which co-operation can 
render. It is a mistake, he observes, to 
suppose that co-operative organisations 
can fix prices arbitrarily. They do 
influence prices in the farmers’ favour ; 
but ‘‘the most they can do in this 
respect, in the long run, is to secure a 
full competitive price.” A second mistake 
is to assume that they can ‘‘ eliminate the 
middleman.’’ They “ simply substitute a 
salaried for an independent middleman,”’ 
and their success in reducing middle costs 
depends on the degree to which they com- 
bine with one another in marketing. 
With these limitations, the co-operative 
system benefits the farmer in many ways. 
The great task of agricultural co-operators 
in Ireland to-day is to bring about not 
merely the more general co-operation of 
farmer with farmer in societies, but 
effective co-operation between the societies 
If the farmer cannot get his 
produce to market without the services of 
the middleman, at least he may arrange 
that the whole produce which is marketed 
co-operatively shall pass through the hands 
Just as 


themselves. 


of a single selling organisation. 
a co-operative society is efficient only in 
proportion as its individual supporters 
are intelligent, loyal and alert in their 
participation in the society’s affairs, so a 
national co-operative marketing system 
will be efficient only if it is supported by 
an earnest body of co-operators. ‘‘ In 
the final analysis,” Mr. Murphy well 
remarks, “ full responsibility for co-opera 
tive marketing rests with the farmers. 
In any country the possibilities and 
limitations of co-operative marketing are 
determined by the educational level of the 


rural population.”’

Old Japan. 


The enthronement of the Emperor of 
Japan took place, in great pomp, at 
Kyoto, last Saturday. The Emperor 
Taisho-died in December, 1926. According 
to custom, a year of national mourning 
followed, and a series of ceremonies then 
began, leading to the formal enthrone- 
ment. Japan has equalled the chief 
European Powers within recent years in 
economic organisation, and she has 
adopted western. ideas in politics and 
military science; but she has retained in

of vast antiquity. The young Emperor 
Hirohito is the one hundred and twenty- 
sixth of a line of monarchs who have 
reigned, in unbroken succession, over 
} Japan. In tho eyes of his subjects he is 
more than a temporal] prince. He is his 
own high priest, and nobody placed a 
crown upon his head. He informed the 
spirits of his ancestors of his enthrone- 
ment, by the traditional rites of Shinto. 
Afterwards, in circumstances of gorgeous 
splendour, came the public ceremony. The 
Emperor was dressed in yellow robes, 
which .typified the rising sun. He was 
attended by the Empress, by princes and 
princesses of the blood, and by guests of 
honour, who included foteign diplomati¢ 
representatives and sailors and soldiers in 
brilliant uniforms. Some notable departures 
took place, however, from immemorial 
custom. A description of the ceremony 
was '“broadcasted.' When the enthrone- 
ment was complete the Prime Minister led 
the cry of ‘‘ banzai,”’ or “long life,” and 
his voice was transmitted by ‘‘ wireless,”’ 
to be taken up by the Emperor’s seventy 
million subjects in every part of Japan. 
The city of Kyoto, in which this im- 
pressive enthronement took place, remains 
one of the most beautiful sights of Japan, 
and has been left almost untouched by the 
industrial revolution. The State officials 
who attended the Emperor carried bows 
and arrows, swords and shields of ancient 
pattern, although the Japanese have 
proved that they understand thoroughly 
the art of war with modern weapons. 


ment of the Emperor Hirohito may claim 
that they were privileged to witness one 
of the most curious and most interesting 
spectacles which the modern world affords.

Chewing Gum. 


The exploration of the Amazon Valley 
is an enterprise which still tempts daring 
men to risk their lives and fortunes. 
Several explorers have perished in the vast 
Brazilian forests within the past few 
years. No doubt, it is because this region 
contains “ pockets” of territory which are 
completely unknown that adventurous 
spirits long to penetrate its hot and 
steamy recesses. They are lured by 
pictures such as that painted by Mr. 
Leslie Mitchell—‘‘a stretch of the world 
which has missed several geological ages. 
Its flora drips with the mists and slimes 
of an early carboniferous period; its 
insect life is queer, strange—almost, one 
would guess, conscious in its defiance of 
man.” The latest expedition to the 
Amazon basin may increase our slender 
stock of knowledge about these matters, 
but. its raison d’étre is not scientific 
curiosity. The United States, it seems, 
is confronted with the danger of a famine 
in chewing-gum. Two large chewing-gum 
corporations are financing the expedition 
in the hope that it may discover large 
supplies of chicle. Specimens of gum, 
from chicle and other trees, will be 
forwarded to New York for examination 
by skilled chemists. The insouciance of 
American office-boys—the most formidable 
office-boys in the world, as everybody may 
see from “the pictures’’—thus may be 
preserved. The chewing-gum habit is 
popular among all classes in the United 
States. If sources of supply are cut off, 
an inexpensive and comparatively harm- 
less recreation will fall into disuse. “As 
the Ceylon diver held his breath,’’ there- 
fore, and went “to the hungry shark” 
for pearls to adorn women, so travellers 
will brave the dangers of Central Brazil 
in order that Chicago may chew.

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ARMISTICE DAY.

The Armistice Day celebration has been 
the most solemn and impressive yet -held. 
From the Service at the Cenotaph down 
to the local celebrations at suburban war 
memorials, the crowds were huge, well 
behaved and reverent. The churches were 
crowded to the doors, and in many of 
them part of the Cenotaph Service was 
heard on ‘the ‘‘witeless.’"” The weather 
was not pleasant, being damp and misty ; 
but this did not deter people from turn- 
ing out, and, in places, waiting for long 
periods to take part in the open-air 
celebrations. At Cenotaph a slow 


continued for hours until it ame time 
to clear the street for the ceremony of the 


day. 
At the Cenotaph. 


The story of the ceremonial at the 
Cenotaph is now a tale that is told; for 
tradition is strictly followed, and the 
Service in. the past has been so beautifu! 
that it would be difficult to improve upon 
it. The King looked rather strained as he 
stood alone, with the Duke of York and 
Prince Arthur of Connaught just behind 
him, while the Queen, the Queen of 
Spain, the Duchess of York and other 
Royal ladies looked down from the 
windows of the Home Office. There was 
no wild flight of frightened pigeons this 
year to break the silence, and this was so 
impressive and charged with feeling that 
many women burst into sobs, which were 
heard clearly many yards away. The 
wreaths placed at the Cenotaph were 
mostly of poppies, but the base was 
covered with many beautiful flowers 
placed earlier in the morning. By the 
early evening the pile was some six feet 
high. 

In Trafalgar Square. 


The great open-air Service in Trafalgar 
square this afternoon was attended by 
many thousands of people. The square 
itself was packed, as were the terraces 
round, while the balconies of the Nationa! 
Gallery, the steps of St. Martin’s Church, 
and al] other available spots were covered 
with people long before the Service was 
timed to commence. The Bishop of 
Southwark presided, and the music was 
given by the choir of St. Martin’s Church, 
and: the massed bands of the Welsh and 
Irish Guards. The Service concluded with 
the “‘ Hallelujah Choras” from the 
“ Messiah.” It required a great number 
of special constables to keep a way clear 
for the procession between the church and 
the pedestal of the Nelson Column. 


Westminster Abbey. 


A new and somewhat pathetic addition 
to the celebrations this year was a field of 
poppies in the grounds surrounding West- 
minster Abbey. About half an acre of 
lawn outside the north porch has been 
set apart, and an ex-Service man inside 
the railings takes the poppies from the 
hands of the donors and places them 
upright in the soil. For this service he 
takes toll in a poppy day collecting box, 
and seems to do very well. When | 
assed this afternoon, there were many 
lindueda of poppies covering the grass 
and turning the green into scarlet. A 
few yards away from the poppy field a 
long queue of people moved slowly along, 
passing into the Abbey to visit the tomb 
of the Unknown Warrior. In this 
queue I noticed that there was a more 
eneral wearing of war medals than there 
Soa been hitherto. This applies generally 
to the people out and about. to-day. 


Railwaymen Remember. 


Euston Station had its own celebration 
this morning, when railwaymen of all 
grades met at the London, Midland 
and Scottish war memorial outside the 
station and deposited wreaths. These 
came from every department on the rail- 
way. Somewhat similar scenes, although 
mostly inside the stations, took place at 
Waterloo, Charing Cross and Victoria. 
Many beautiful poppy wreaths were used 
for the local commemorations. 


Royal Plans. 


The King and Queen, who returned to 
Buckingham Palace yesterday from 
Elveden for the Armistice celebrations, 
will leave London for Sandringham to- 
morrow to stay until the following 
Monday, when they have to return to 
London for some engagements. These 
completed, they expect to return to 
Sandringham to remain there, as much 
as circumstances will permit, until the 
end of January. The King, however, 
probably will pay one or two visits. to 
friends for the shooting. 


The Week in Parliament. 


The past week in the House of Commons 
has been dull in the extreme, and the 
debates have been almost lifeless. Yet, 
not satisfied with four days’ discussion on 
the Address to the Throne, the Opposi- 
tion have been given three more, so tha!

The Chief Whip of 
the Conservative Party has sent out an 
urgent whip to his supporters, calling for 
their presence when the division is taken 
on the unemployment amendment to- 
morrow evening, and also for Wednesday. 
The debate on the Socialist safeguarding 
amendment on that day may prove some- 
what awkward for the Conservatives, since 
a section of the party is directly at 
variance with the leaders; but it is 
highly improbable that any will go into 
the Opposition Lobby on this question. 


A Coneervative Campaign. 


At Conservative headquarters, while 
little importance is attached to the in 
creased jalist vote at the municipal 
elections, it is not intended to ignore it, 
and inquiries in the provinces have been 
made from the central office, with the 
result that in most cases the impression 
has been confirmed that the municipa! 
contests were decided by purely local con- 
ditions. As far as the general election is 
concerned, the leaders of the Conservative 
Party have resolved to organise an early 
campaign throughout the country devoted 
to the rating reform scheme and its effects 
on particular industries and agriculture 
It is believed that the general industria! 
position will be improved by the operation 
of the scheme, which it is intended should 
be fully explained to the electorate by as 
many speakers as can be spared from the 
House of Commons during the present 
session.

DUBLIN'S TRIBUTE TO THE DEAD.

FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


Ten years ago yesterday Irishmen in 
many parts of the world were celebrating 
the armistice. Some were trudging in tho 
mud of Flanders, some were in the valley 
of the Somme; others were in Italy. in 
Palestine, and in Mesopotamia, while 
others again were gazing with a wild 
surmise across the death-ridden waters of 
the North Sea. When the last shot was 
fired as the ‘‘zero”’ hour of 11 a.m. 
struck men went mad on that day. Half 
the world,-indeed, went mad ; and Dublin, 
so many of whose sons had crossed the 
sea, gave herself over to a day of reckless 
gaicty. Streets were crowded; cheering 
bands of girls and boys—there were few 
men in Dublin in those days—thronged 
the city. The war was over and life lay 
ahead. It was good to be alive on 
November 11th. 1918. 

The years have passed, and yesterday 
again Dublin celebrated armistice. Time 
has dulled keen grief. Nerves that were 
keved up almost to breaking point ten 
years since have had plenty of time to 
Already a new generation has 
arisen to which the war is little more than 
a legend, and the lads that survived—so 
young and so eager in those epic days— 
now are veterans. Yet much of the old 
spirit was there yesterday morning 


IN THE RAIN. 

Thousand by thousand they marched to 
the Phenix Park in the drizzling rain, 
with bands bravely playing and | flags 
bravely flying almost as of old. Thon: 
sind by thousand they tramped along 
the quays, brightly polished: medals on 


their breasts, with something of the old 


alertnes\ In their gait and something of 
the old defiant sparkle in their eyes. But 
ten years have wrought a change. Time 
takes toll of the brightest youth, and 
many of those gallant soldiers are passing 
now into thiddle age. Faces that shone 
with heattW*and manhood have “become 
lined with “the cares of the inexorable 
struggle for txistence in civil life, Heads 
have become ‘grizzled. pulsing hearts have 
slowed down; but one day of every vear 
brings it all back. ce 

On that day youth comes surging back 
across the gap of years, the joy of com- 
radeship lightens burdened souls, and for 
two preciéus minutes throbbing memories 
recapture the glamour of a time when all 
that was best ahd bravest in the race 
shared the inost exalted experience of 
mankind in a selfless sacrifice. 

It was difficult to believe that ten years 


lad gone as one watched those swinging) 


ranks stepping along to the old tunes 
that were known so well. Company by 
conipany, file by file, they were mar- 
shalled into their appointed places near 
the simple Cross by- the Wellington 
Monument, while sad-faced women carry 
Ing poppy wreaths. and some of them 
wearing the medals of their fallen men, 
waited in silence for thoshour. The bands 
blared out merrily as the men of the 
Legion came to, their tryvsting-place. -One 
proud father carried shoulder high’ his 
little son, a wondering mite. dressed 
valiantly in khaki: another had his child 
ina kilt, while yet a third led by the 
hand a tiny yirl, just able to trot along 
beside her soldier father, who had looked 
at death a hundred times long before she 
Was born. 


THE WOMEN. 


Chere were svowen. olf every type. Fine 
ladies in rich attire stood’ side by side 
‘ith apple women from the Pillar. The 
“olonel’s lady. smiled in sympathy with a 
poor old soul from the slums who, from 
the folds of her shawl, produced a Union 
Jack Which she waved wildly, revealing 
the row of tarnished medals which she 
‘ore across her breast. Widows who had 
lost their husbands, mothers who had lost 
their sons, girls whose fathers had been 
*Wept away on the very threshold of their 
‘ives—-they all were women who, for one 
day at any rate, were at one in their 
sorrow and their pride. 

It seemed to be an endless throng. 
‘ourteous stewards kept admirable order. 
rhere was no fuss and no crushing. Every- 
body went quietly to an appointed place, 
and waited. Soon the space around the 
cross began to fill up. As the men 
marched by handkerchiefs were waved and 
cheers were raised just as in the days that 
are gone. When the blue uniformed men 
from Blackrock—the men who left their 
health on the field of battle—swung into 
the enclosure with heads erect the cheers 
Were doubled. 

Within the roped space immediately in 
front of the ¢ross. a small crowd had 
fathered. Genera] Sir William Hickie, 
who bad marched from Beresford place at 
the head ‘of his men, was busily superin 
tendiny arrangements. 


| Two V.C.’S. 
captain Boyd-Rochfort, V.C., — was 
Chatting with anotlier Victoria Cross hero 
“oO had been with the Prince Imperial in 
Zululand nearly fifty years ago and won 
mg decoration two years afterwards in 
sont Africa. Canon MaeLean, his 
reast covered with medals, also was there, 
as was Father Stafford, the gallant padre- 
sonal who knew the horrors of Suvla. 
Mr. A. Connolly, chairman of the 
Legion, towered high above everybody else 
as he directed the Lesién standard-bearers 
to their places by the cross, and Major 
Tynan, with an enormous megaphone, 

directed proceedings. outside. 

The wreath-bearers were lined up in a 
jouble file, rich and poor, noble and 
tumble, drawn: together by their common 
tesire to pay homage to the dead. Cameras 
licked as the principal figures were photo- 
raphed, orders were shouted with the 
Trident Staccato of the barrack square, 
id jovial jests were bandied about from 
r° digg to company as old friends met 

L. 
Softly above the din of voices and the 


sound of tramping feet came the first notes 
of Chopin’s funeral march. Conversation 
faded away, shouts were silenced, and 
there were sad moments while the dirgeful 
air was being played. Then, from a 
corner of the field, the poignant notes of 
the Last Post ... heart-rending 
notes for thousands of the mindful, notes 
of doom and of shattered lives. Mr. 
Connolly is looking at his watch. Eleven 
o'clock The sighing echo of the funeral 
march .has softened into silence, every 
head is bared, and the Legion standards 
are lowered to the ground. 


THE SILENCE. 

For two minutes nothing is heard but 
the faint rustle of autumn _ tonal brushing 
the deadly stillness like a whisper from 
the other side. There is no rain now; but 
there are tears, of which no man need be 
ashamed. Fifty thousand Irishmen some- 
where are watching that reverent crowd— 
fifty thousand of Ireland’s flower, with the 
millions of men of every race who died 
just because it was their duty. Comfort- 
able business men are back again in the 
terrible trenches ; the shriek of the shell 
and the agonised cries of stricken com- 
rades are in their ears, and for two short 
minutes there is a great communion be- 
tween the living and the dead. It is very 


still in Dublin; but there is a stiller town, 


and there, perhaps, too, the Réveille is 
sounding to-day. 

An engine is whistling impatiently at 
Kingsbridge ; a youth, who knew no war, 
dashed along the Park road on a noisy 
motor bicycle. The silence is over, and 
the work-a-day world is with us again. 
Tears must be dried, hearts must be 
steeled again to the tasks of life; for the 
world is busy again, and there are jobs 
of work to be done. But not yet awhile. 
‘The crowd must have its way, and a 
yuavering voice is heard - singing the 
National Anthem. It may not be the 
National Anthem any longer; but it is the 
only one our soldiers knew, and this is 
their day. A dozen, then a hundred, then 
a tenfold thousand voices have taken it 
up. ‘God Save Our Gracious King ”’ 
“Ma on to the end before the spell 
is broken. Then a great cheer, rippling, 
welling, roaring through the throng. 


THE WREATHS. 

It is over. General Hickie has placed 
his Poppy wreath at the foot of the Cross 
and stands for a ‘moment with bowed 
head. A lovely wreath of white flowers 
from the Free State Government is de- 
posited by Mr. P. W. Shaw, one of the 
ex’’-men’s truest friends in Dail 
Eireann, and then follows the procession 
of pious tributes. One old lady, with a 
Victoria Cross pinned to her blouse, was 
followed by a little girl wearing her 
father’s medals. Captain Boyd-Rochfort, 
u stalwart figure, laid a wreath to the 
memory of that magnificent Guards 
Division, of which he was such a notable 
member; and there were hundreds of 
others piled up high at the base of the 
Cross, or hung on the little wooden crosses 
round about, painfully reminiscent of the 
improvised graveyards of Flanders and 
France. 

It was a great day. The Legion has 
good reason to be proud of the demonstra- 
tion, which was all the more impressive 
by virtue of its quiet dignity. As the 
yearr go by the reverence of Armistice 
Day is being deepened. Commemoration 
of the dead is becoming more impersonal 
than it was at first. The pangs of in- 
dividual grief have been merged into a 
proud sadness, and while every mourner 
thinks of his own, the communal spirit 
seems to be growing stronger. 

After ten years . . and again we 
are driving or walking back to town, leav- 
ing behind us another armistice, and look- 
ing forward to another year to bring us 
closer to the ideals for the sake of which 
that gushing torrent of young blood was 
shed. Back along the quays they come, 
the men a trifle less upright in their bear- 
ing, the women less exultant in their 
pride. The streets are full of the curious. 
A handful of blackguards try in vain to 
provoke disturbance ; but those men who 
are. marching from the Park are not 
thinking of gutter squabbles. Their eves 
are filled with an old vision, and the 
peace of a requiem is in their ears. 


IN THE CATHEDRAL. 


The Remembrance Service. which was 
held in St. Patrick's Cathedral in the 
afternoon, was a fitting climax to a 
memorable day. The fine old building 
was filled to its utmost capacity, and 
there must have heen three thousand 
people in the Cathedral when the Service 
hecan. The Committee had done its work 
with admirable thoroughness. Capable 
stewards supervised the seating arrange- 
ments with much skill, with the result 
that there was no confusion, and every- 
thing went like clockwork. 

The main portion of the Cathedral was 
reserved for ex-Service men, who marched 
in procession to Patrick's Place; the 
transepts were alletted to the genera! 
public, while the pews at the top of the 
naye were yeserved for specially invited 
visitors. Shortly before 3.15 Viscount 
Powerscourt, who represented the 
Governor-General of the Free State, was 
escorted to the Viceregal pew by the Dean 
of St. Patrick's and Dr. J. S. Ashe, Chair- 
man of the Remembrance Committee. 
Then a procession was formed in the Lady 
Chapel, and the Processional Hymn, “Ten 
Thousand Times Ten Thousand,” opened 
the Service. The procession consisted of 
the heads of the learned societies, wniver- 
sities, colleges and public bodies of 
Dublin, with the representatives of 
foreign States and the chief men of the 
British Legion, with whom was the Legion 
Standard.

General Sir William B. Hickie said 
that he had read with pleasure and inte- 
rest the message of the French Marshul. 

“CI can only express my own pleasure 
that. the distinguished Marshal has spoken 
in so grateful and gracious a manner of 
the work of the Irish units which served 
under him when he was Generalissimo of 
the Allied Armies. General and field 
officers who have had the honour and the 
good fortune to command Irish troops in 
battle, either in the Great War or in any 
other, knew fu]Jl well how deserved is 
the Marshal's praise. These who took 

rt in our memorable pilgrimage to 
France in August last can endorse his 
assurance that France does not forget— 
nor do we forget France. i 

“SI am quite sure that his words will 
give pleasure to our fellow-countrymen at 
large ; to the men themselves, who will, of 
course, be glad to know that their services 
have been so fully appreciated by the one 
man in Europe who was most qualified to 
judge, and to the parents and relatives of 
these very gallant comrades whose 
memory we honoured to-day.” 


' CAPTAIN REDMOND. | 

Captain Redmond, who took part in 
yesterday's Waterford armistice proceed- 
ings, said: “Irishmen who fought in the 
Great War require no tribute. Their 
deeds spoke for themselves, as did the 
number of their dead. Survivors can have 
no fear as to the place they hold in the 
affection and esteem of their comrades in 
the British and Allied Armies. 

“ However. Irishmen throughout the 
world must feel a deep and special sense 
of pride in the noble and spontaneous 
tribute which has been so warmly paid to 
them from the highest possible source-—- 
their beloved Generalissimo and Celtic 
countryman, Marshal Foch. It is a 
tribute no less worthy of the man who has 
offered it than of the men to whom it has 
been given. : 

“To-day we are commemorating the 
tenth anniversary of the armistice. It is 
no small consolation for us Irishmen to 
know what a splendid part the Allied 
General thinks that our gallant Irishmen 
took in bringing about the order to 
‘Cease fire,’ and I am sure that no one 
appreciates more than Marshal Foch’ the 
true sense of our commemoration. 

“ Even those who were actively engaged 
against us yesterday respect the memory 
of our dead to-day, as we do theirs, and 
have joined in a common prayer for a 
permanent armistice. Perhaps, it is not 
too much to hope that we, within the 
four corners of our own land, should do 
likewise, and thus, I am confident, earn 
still a further tribute from this great 
soldier, who has so eloquently alluded to 
the co-operation of Irishmen on the 


Allied front. ' 
REFERENCE AT CORK. 


Reference was also made to the message 
by Father Noonan, C.C., at the 
North Cathedral, Cork. He said that 
Marshal Foch had paid an eloquent 
tribute to their valour and bravery on 
the field of battle. The preacher hoped 
that all ex-Service men would come 
together and help to build up that new 
Ireland which they all desired. 


NORTHERN COMMENTS. | 

Lieutenant-Coonel the Viscount Mas- 
sereene and Ferrard, D.S.O., declared 
that all Irish soldiers would appreciate 
very highly the observations of Marshal 
Foch. Those who served with ‘Ulster and 
Southern troops during the war know 
that they had many dangerous, difficult 
and responsible tasks to perform, and the 
fact that they never failed those in 
authority at critical moments: is borne out 
by Marshal Foch’s tribute. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. K. M'‘Clintock, 
C.B.E., D.L. (A.D.C. to the Governor of 
Northern Ireland), who served during: the 
war with the Inniskillings, declared that 
in many fields of operation troops from 
all parts of Ireland proved their worth, 
and Marshal Foch’s tribute to their work 
would be highly appreciated by all those 
who were fortunate to return home at 
the end of the war. 

Lieutenant-Colonel P. J. Woods, 
C.M.G.,. D.S.0., M.P., declared that 
Marshal Foch in his message conveyed 
the feelings of the whole French people to 
the troops from Ireland, North and South. 
Colonel Woods was present at the “ Re- 
kindling of the Flame”’ in Paris on the 
4th August last, and the feeling of the 
French people for the Irish troops was 
as warm as it had been throughout the 
war. The Military Governor of Paris 
on that occasion expressed his great 
admiration for the valour of the troops 
from all parts of Ireland during the Great 
War. 

Captain J. D. Nicholl, who served with 
the Ulster Divisoin, said ‘that Marshal 
Foch’s fine tribute to Irishmen will be 
read with. much pleasure by every 
member of the Ulster Division and the 
Trish troops, generally.

ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP 
DUBLIN STATUES. 


- 


Following a search of suspected districts 
and houses after the bombing outrages 
yesterday morning, members of the Detec- 
tive Branch of the Civic Guards discovered 
a dump of arms and ammunition in a 
disused brickworks in the vicinity of 
Inchicore. 

The dump consisted of three ' machine 
guns, six rifles, thirty revolvers, a quan- 
tity of ‘‘ war flour” (which is used in 
the manufacture of mines), several thon- 
sand rounds of ammunition, including 
303 rifle ammunition and .45 revolver 
ammunition, 300 grenade detonators, 40 
Mills’ hand grenades, a quantity of rifle. 
cleaning equipment, pouches, etc. 

A number of documents were also seized 
by the detectives. The arms were in a 
good state of . preservation, and had 
evidently received regular attention. 


ATTEMPTS TO BLOW 
UP STATUES. 


KING WILLIAM’S ESCAPE. 

Earlier in the day two attempts were 
made to blow up statues in Dublin, the 
objects of attack being King William III., 
who is mounted on a charger in College 
Green, and King George II., who sits on his 
high horse inthe middle of St. Stephen’s 
Green Park. The efforts appear to have 
been mede simultaneously, and without 
any great success, for although some 
masonry of the pedestals was displaced, 
the statues themselves remain proudly 
erect. A great many windows in College 
Green, however, were smashed as the re- 
sult of the explosion. 

The perpetrators of the outrage seemed 
to have given careful study to their mode 
of procedure, but to have had little, if 
any, expert knowledge in the effective 
placing of explosives. In the darkness of 
the morning they were able, apparently 
unnoticed, to carry a ladder to the King 
William monument, and place it at the 
rear end of the statue. What is believed to 
have been a land mine, with a time fuse 
attached, was placed under the statue by 
one or more men. The fuse. was lighted 
and the men hastened away. 


SHOTS FIRED. 

It was the figures of two men running 
across towards Trinity street, a little 
higher up on the left in Dame street, that 
attracted the attention of a Civic Guard, 
who was in plain clothes in the district. 
It was then about 5 a.m., and the Guard, 
becoming suspicious of the men’s move- 
ments, ran after them. One of the men, 
it is stated, turned and fired on the 
Guard. The Guard fired two shots in re- 
turn, and continued his pursuit, but the 
men disappeared from sight and escaped. 

A few minutes afterwards a tremendous 
explosion was heard, and it was found 
that the hoof of the left hind leg of King 
William’s horse had been blown off, while 
the corner stone on which it had rested 
was shattered, and portion of the top of. 
the pedestal had been blown away and 
scattered over the street. One side.of the 
pedestal showed a crack, but the greater 
damage was caused to windows of premises 
in College Green and Foster place. 


BROKEN WINDOWS. 

The College Green Post Office suffered 
most. The large front windows in the 
College Green portion of the building were 
blown to bits, and scarcely a pane in the 
upper portion was left intacf. The third 
and fourth-storey windows of the National 
Assurance Society in College Green were 
broken by the explosion, and windows in 
the National Bank, the Hibernian Bank 
near by, as well as those of the Liverpool, 
London and Globe Insurance Company 
across the street, at the corner of Foster 
place, were also smashed. The lamps 
around the monument, too, were damaged. 

The explosive apparently was placed in 
position in a hurry, and, with little re- 
sistance, it spent its force in one direction, 
thus displacing the stonework only near 


_the top of the pedestal on which it had 


rested. 
A SECOND EXPLOSION. 


At the same time a second explosion 
was heard. It was discovered that this 
occurred .in St. Stephen’s Green. The 
statue of George II. is a fine piece of 
work, standing on a high elevation in a 
circular prece. of ground in delightful sur- 
roundings. It is. not known how many 
people took part in this attempt, but it is 
evident that no ladder was used here, as 
one of the long, heavy seats provided for 
visitors had heen carried over and. placed 
in a perpendicular position on one of the 
iron seats which circle the base of the 
monument, the protruding legs being used 
as rungs to enable a climber to reach the 
pedestal. 

A stone had been loosened and pulled 
out and an explosive inserted, but here, 
again, the only effect of the explosion was 
to dislodge three or four of the heavy 
stones at the summit and throw them 
down. 

The sound of the first explosion was 
heard for several miles, and woke people 
up. The second, which followed closely, 
was not so alarming. There was consider- 
able speculation as to the cause, and many 
anxious people were early astir seeking in- 
formation. During the day a great many 
visited the scene of the outrage in College 
Green, and were kept on the move by 
members of the Civic Guard who were on 
duty there. 


A FOUNTAIN DAMAGED. 

A third explosion took place in Herbert 
Park, Ballsbridge, where an ornamental 
fountain erected to commemorate the visit 
of King Edward VII. to the International 
Exhibition in 1907, was also blown up 
shortly before five o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The fountain consists of a huge 
marble slab supported on four pillzrs, 
standing about ten feet high. It was 
badly damaged, and will probably, hav 
to be taken away. It is the property of 
the Pembroke Urban District Council. 


PREVIOUS ATTEMPTS. 

The statue of King William on his 
charger, in College Green, is made of lead, 
und was put in position as far back as the 
year 1701. Since then it. has withstood 
many shocks, and survived much ridicule. 
Several previous attempts were made to 
blow it up, and in 1836 the King actualiy 
was blown off his horse and the fignre 
shattered, but work of restoration saw 
the King in position again. During the 
eighteenth century the Jacobite spirit 
showed no favour to William, nor did 
many of the students of Trinity College, 
who took liberties with His Majesty, bor- 
rowing his sword and, perhaps, amputat- 
ing a limb. 

The story is told of a hoax thaf. was 


one vf . these occasions. An _ urgent 
message was conveyed to him to attend a 
case of serious illness in the locality, and 
on reaching the spot he found that it was 
the injured King William that required his 
attention. William has also suftered the 
indignity of being tarred and feathered, 
and not long ago his horse was decorated

A daring raid was made Jast night by 
three armed and masked men on the Fox- 
rock Golf Club pavilion, Co... Dublin, 
which is about 200 yards off the: Foxrock 
read, and in a rather lonely spot. Mrs. 
Fitzgerald,, of The Chalet, Foxvock, was 
shot at and injured in the arm by one of 
the raiders. 

About thirty. and thirty-five persons, 
the majority of whom were women, were 
having tea or playing cards in the lounge 
on the ground floor, when, at ten minutes 
to 7 o'clock, three armed and masked men 
rushed in through the front door and 
shouted: ‘‘Hands up. . We want money.”’ 

Thinking it was some silly prank on the 
part of some of the younger members of 
the club, no one took any notice at first, 
and then one of the raiders fired a shot up 
the stairs leading to the first-floor rooms. 

For a few minutes there was pande- 
monium, but the leader of. the raiders 
remained at the door and directed the 
operations of his two confederates. - One 
went into the bar to empty. out. the till, 
while the other man ordered those in the 
jounge to give up all their money; and 
went around collecting it. To the first 
man who gave him money this raider re- 
marked: “(God bless you. That is more 
than the priest would say to you.” 


FIRED POINT BLANK, 

Coming to a group of people in an 
alcove in the right hand corner of the 
room, the raider was asked by Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald, wife of Mr. James Fitzgerald, oí 
The Chalet, Foxrock: '“ Are those re- 
volvers real?’’ He replied: “They are, 
and so js. this,” pointing his own revolver 
at her. Immediately afterwards he said: 
“Stop squinting at me like that,” and 
fired point blank. at her. The bullet 
entered: her right arm, causing a nasty 
flesh wound, grazed the héid of her sister- 
in-law, also a Mrs. Fitzgerald, who was 
standing behind her, and embedded itself 
in the wall, a couple of feet away.. 

For a few seconds there was dead silence 
in the room. The leader broke the silence 
by shouting at his confederates to get ovt. 

Everybody rushed to Mrs. Fitzgerald’s 
assistance, and in the confusion the 
raiders made good their escape. 

When an /rish Times representative 
arrived at the pavilion he found the lounge 
in a state of confusion. Tables and chairs 
were upset and playing cards were littered 
around the floor. 


THE TILL ROBBED. 

About £15 was taken from the till in 
the bar, but there was no means of ascer- 
taining the amount of money that was 
collected from the dozen men who were 
present at the time of the raid. 

Miss Lily Meagher, the waitress, stated 
that everybody was taken by surprise, and 
the raiders had the advantage and held it 
to the end. The three men were dressed 
in trench coats and caps, with black 
handkerchiefs covering the lower part of 
their faces. The two who gathered the 
money were no more than eighteen -or 
nineteen years of age, though the leader 
of the party appeared to be a few years 
older. 

No one was able to say how the men 
came or went. They had laid their plans 
well before-hand; for the telephone wires 
were cut, so giving them ample time to 
get away. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald received medical atten- 
tion at her residence a short distance 
away. Her wound is not serious. One of 
the members of the club motored to the 
Clabinteely Civic Guard Station, and 
within fifteen minutes after the raid, 
Sergeants Heaney and Ryan and a 
number of Civic Guard were at the 
pavilion conducting their investigation. 

Chief Superintendent Leahy and 
Detective-Sergeant Shaw were also notified 
of the occurrence, and: arrived . shortly 
afterwards by motor car from Bray.

AMERICA AND EUROPE. 


REMARKABLE SPEECH BY 
PRESIDENT COOLIDGE. 


From “ Tae Times’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

An address by President Coolidge, deli- 
vered here to-night and broadcast. fo the 
entire nation, was the last and most im- 
portant feature of the American celebration 
of the tenth anniversary of the Armistice. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Coolige had been 
the first of many tb lay a wreath on the 
tomb of the Unknown Solidier at Arlington. 
There had been a Memorial Service for 
Woodrow Wilson at Washington Cathedral, 
and many other quiet observances of “the 
kind familiar to every city in the country. 

But the presidential address overshadowed 
everything else. It was in many respects the 
most remarkable of the many that he. has 
delivered — remarkable for a cold and de- 
liberate frankness which will be, and was in- 
tended to be, even more apparent to the 
world outside the American borders than to 
the people of the United States. 

Mr. Coolidge, in his exordium, .said “of 
peace that: “It is coming to be more and 
more realised as the natural state of man- 
kind,’’ but of American peace and American 
rights that they “have been secured to us by 
a long series of sacrifices and conflicts.”’ 

The last and greatest was the struggle in 
which the United States ‘contributed the 
indispensable factor to the final victory,’’ then 
““ delivered Europe from starvation 
and ruin,” and, in the final settlement. 
unlike its associates, ‘‘neither sought nor 
took any of the former German. possessions,” 
and “ provided by Jaw for returning the pri- 
vate property of her nationals.”’ 

Then followed a denial, such as Mr. Hoover 
had earlier made, that the United States 
profited from the war, since/‘‘ it is probable 
that our final cost will run well ‘towards 
100,000,000,000 dollars, or half the entire 
wealth of the country when we entered the 
conflict.”’ 

‘We know, and every informed person 
should know, there was no selfish American 
benefit from’ the war, and accordingly no 
citizen of the United States needs to make 
any apology to anybody for not having done 
our duty in the cause of world liberty.’’

'RTRIRING CEREMONY. 
KING CER 


From Tse SrectaL CORRESPONDENT OF 
‘Tre Tres.” 
TOKIO, Sunday. 
The fitful weather cleared. yesterday and 
warme brilliant sunshine gave life to the 
magnificent colours of the spectacle of the 
Emperor’s enthronement. Representatives of 
the Press, who were present for the first time 
in history, were assigned a position outside 
the Empero#’s (or South) Gate, directly facing 
the Throne, at a respectful distance. 
Looking through this gateway we saw in 
the foreground the Temple courtyard, 100 
paces square, covered with gravel the colour 
of sea sand, and raked into impeccable order. 
Forty-four banners in four rows Jed the eye 
up an avenue of colour to the broad steps of 
a temple-like building, which filled the entire 
north end of the courtyard. The banners 
were of purple, scarlet and golden brocade. 
each bearing a symbol of traditional signi- 
ficance, and were suspended from black 
lacquer poles, the lustre of the lacquer and 
silk contrasting with the elaborate plainness 
of the gravelled ground. 
BRILLIANT COLOUR SCHEMES. 

Before the banners were posted two double 
rows of Guards, in antique costumes, in 
which the richness of the fabric and the 
koldness of the colour combined to make 1 
picture that-the eyes were reluctant to leave. 
The most striking colour scheme was the 
uniform of the‘ archers, who were dressed 
in voluminous crimson surcoats, and carried 
bows like the bow of Ulysses in orange 
+rocade wrappings. Some wore black and 
gold, some scarlet and white, some pale blue, 
and some flexible armour, with broad hori- 
zontal bands of gold. All carried swords, 
with white shark-skin hilts and gold mounts. 
the gift of the Emperor. 

Through the Sun Gate in the east wall 
and the. Moon Gate in the west wall passed 
& continuous stream of dignitaries, who were 
marshalled in their places round the inner 
wall, and gradually formed a human frame 
six deep, mostly in black and gold. Then 
along the high veranda of the Enthrone- 
ment Hall passed those privileged to stand 
under the same roof as the Emperor. 
Here . were the princes, foreign 
envoys, and all Japanese who have received 
the Grand Cordon of the various Orders of 
chivalry, with which the highest services to 
the State are recognised. All this proceeded 
in silence, and the only evidence of organ- 
isation visible was given by a chamberlain 
who occasionally raised his hand. 


THE ENTHRONEMENT HALL. 

As the picture gradually settled all eyes 
turned to the Enthronement Hall. Devoid of 
ornament except for the silken decorations 
pertaining to the occasion, the hall had a 
beauty of perfection in its own severe style. 
Under the massive eaves of the thatched roof 
stretched a curtain bearing a design of con- 
ventional clouds, and beneath this were 
Lamboo screens of natural yellow, edged with 
green silk and looped up to the height of a 
man. 

In the dim interior .could be seen two 
octagonal canopies in black lacquer, closely 
curtained in deep purple, and patterned in 
hollyhock leaves. The steps of each canopy 
were carpeted in scarlet silk, and the Throne

From a rough calculation it would 
appear that the damage caused by the 
eruption of Mount Etna amounts to 
several hundred thousand pounds sterling, 
comprising land, houses, fruit trees, and 
large stores of fruit, especially oranges 
and lemons, which this year were very 
abundant. 

The second phase of the eruption is 
being followed with redoubled religious 
fervour on the part of the inhabitants, as 
shown by touching invocations to the 
saints, by processions carrying miraculous 
relics, and by votive offerings of all kinds, 
from precious stones to ordinary work- 
men’s tools. 

AWE-INSPIRING SCENES. 

These demonstrations of religious faith 
and hope of supernatural assistance are 
awe-inspiring when held at night by the 
light of hundreds of torches and by the 
reflection of the molten lava, and accom- 
panied by clouds of falling ashes, cinders 
and acrid smoke. 

In such an atmosphere the statue of 
the Madonna of the Annunciation was 
brought forth at midnight last night and 
held facing the flaming volcano. All knelt 
on the bare ground praying aloud, and 
imploring the Madonna to intercede with 
the Almighty to obtain mercy for their 
sins. . 

The crowd, earnestly expecting 4 
miracle, gazed at the molten lava, feeling 
sure that it would not fall against the 
Madonna; but the fury of the volcano 
did not abate, and millions of tons of lava 
continued to be vomited down the slope 
of Mount Etna. 

Finally the statue of the Madonna was 
hastily loaded on to a military lorry and 
hurried away to escape destruction. 

ALTARS DESTROYED. 

Destruction has already overtaken all 
the small altars, with images of saints, 
erected in various houses for the sake of 
protection. While deep subterranean 
rumblings struck terror to all hearts, the 
inexorable torrent, pouring down from the 
mountain-side devoured all before it, and 
respected no objects of worship, causing 
overwhelming dismay and utter dejection 
in the hearts of the poor people. 

The progress of the slow, but relentless, 
stream of lava continues, and is now only 
about a mile distant from the sea. Other- 
wise the situation is unchanged from 
vesterday. 

Nothing is known here of the report 
published abroad that two nuns were cut 
off by lava in the eruption of Etna and 
perished, and that members of the rescue 


party are missing. 
Later. 


There appears to be indications to-night 
that Etna’s disastrous paroxysm is sub- 
siding. The lava streams advancing on 
Nunziata and Cdrrabra are now just creep- 
ing along.

ENTRY OF THE EMPEROR. 

-A warning cry announced the vee "ás 
approach All the guests bowed deeply, the 
curtains were drawn and the Emperor rose, 
holding a priestly baton. After a moment 
of prufound silence Baron Tanaka, the Prime 
Minister, who had been standing near the 
Throne, slowiy descended the nineteen steps 
of the hall and took his stand on the ground, 
a solitary figure, representing the people of 
Japan, whom the Emperor now addressed. 

fhe Imperial rescript, which he read 
in a résonant voice, laid stress on the 
paternal aspect of the Imperial office. 

Baron Tanaka; a dignified figure, in robes 
of black over white, re-ascended the stairs, 
taking up a position before the Throne, and 
read a reply expressing loyalty and pride in 
the ancient Monarchy. 


THREE BANZAIS. 

Baron Tanaka deliberately re-descended the 
steps; walked to the foremost standard in the 
courtyard, and led the assemblage in three 
banzais. Outside the multitudes had raised 
a shout half a minute earlier, guns boomed, 
Chamberlains lowered the hollyhock curtains, 
and the pageant. dissolved. 

Imperial orders were issued later granting 
clemency to all prisoners and _ conferring 
honours on many subjects.

POST.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT THIS 
WEEK. 


Although official confirmation is lacking, 
there is no doubt as to the accuracy of 
the report that Professor Timothy A. 
Smiddy, the Free State’s present Envoy 
Plenipotentiary at Washington, will be 
the Free State’s new Higk Commissioner 
in Londen. 

The appointment has been the subject 
of much gossip in political circles in 
Dublin for a long time past, and the an- 
nouncement of Professor Smiddy’s transfer 
has been daily expected. 

NOT RECALLED. 

The statement of a London contem- 
porary that Mr. Smiddy has been “ sud- 
denly recalled ” from Washington is not 
correct in the diplomatic sense of that ex- 
pression. To say that a State has 
“suddenly recalled’’ one of its foreign 
envoys is to imply either that he has in- 
eurred the displeasure of his own Govern- 
ment or that the latter is about to sever 
diplomatic relations with the country to 
which he is accredited, and in this case 
manifestly the one implication is as 
absurd as the other. 

Mr. Smiddy has been the Free State’s 
first Minister to the United States for five 
years. Formerly Professor of Economics, 
University College, Cork, he acted as 
Economic Adviser to the Irish »Delegation 
in the negotiations which led to the sign- 
ing of the Anglo-Irish Treaty. He was 
Chairman of the Fiscal Commission ap- 
pointed by the Free State Government 
three years ago to investigate the effect 
of the existing fiscal system. 

Professor Smiddy’s transfer to London 
follows Mr. James McNeill’s appointment 
as Governor-General of the Free State

The name of Mr. Smiddy’s successor 
in the es post has yet to be 
learned. An official announcement in re- 
gard to beth appointments is likely to be 
made by Mr. McGilligan when the esti- 
mate for External Affairs comes up for 
discussion in the Dail this or next week.

They would get that through their own 
organisation, and they would also assist them- 
selves as active citizens. In the Free State 
they had won their fight and had their 
freedom and their own Government; but they 
were not yet out of the wood. They might 
have to tighten their belts before they. saw 
the Promised Land, but they were on the 
right track towards progress. They were 
faced with two great problems. One was an 
international and ene agreultural. Following 
the war there was a slump all-over the world, 
and Ireland, being a small, agricultural 
country, was harder hit than most small 
countries. But he thought that they had at 
last- reached bedrock, and could look forward 
to ‘better things in the future. - The “second 
problem was the great one of transport. As 
the result of great transport development, 


” there was a tendency of business and manu- 


facture to move towards larger centres at 
the expense of other places, No Government 
could interfere with the development of 
economic Jaws of that kind. A struggle be- 
tween the towns for the survival of the fittest 
was inevitable; but he was sure that in that 
struggle Clonmel, with its fine tradition and 
splendid business facilities, would more than 
hold its own. 
MR. DE VALERA’S POLICY. 

Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
stated that he had read the proceedings of 
the recent Fianna Fail Ard Feish with great 
interest. At that meeting Mr. de Valera was 
asked what was his policy regarding the 
North. and he said that it was ‘“‘ Forget 
the North and join Fianna Fail” Some 
one else éaid that the policy of Fianna Fail 
was to find’a few million pounds to provide 
work for everybody. Mr. Lemass the 
shadow Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
asked where money was to come from unless 
they taxed the people for it. 

It was a cicaihte remark; but it was a 
great pity that they had not thought of 
that a few years ago, or even five years ago, 
when Mr. de Valera talked in Carrick and 
Thurles about wading his way’ through Irish 
blood, and bursting his way through the 
North. Then he told the people to vote for 
him, and they would have everything they 
wanted without working for it. They haa 
had civil war, destruction and blood, and 
now, at the end of five years, his policy was 
to forget the North, and that the oath was 
only an empty formula. He remembered 
that before the Treaty was signed, when Mr. 
de Valera was hiding, as usual, he was asked 
did he stand for a Republic. He never gave 
a direct answer in his life, and he replied 
that “when you take a cow to the fair you 
ask more than you expect for her.” A nod 
was as good as a wink to a blinu horse, and 
every farmer knew from that that the cow 
was for sale, as it was to-day 

LEARNING SENSE. 

He was glad that the party were at last 
learning sense, and he hoped to teach them 
some more sense in the future. ‘They had 
made the land annuities, which were an 
economic issue, a political issue. it was 
rever easy to say what the policy of Fianna 
Fail was. 1t changed daily sometimes, but 
for the last two years it had one permanevt 
feature, and that was—do not pay land 
annuities. Some of Mr. de Valera s sup- 
porters said we will collect the land annuities, 
but we will give them back to the farmer in 
the form of agricultural grants—meaning 
that they would employ one set of civil ser- 
vants to collect it, and another to disburse 
it, the cost to be borne by the general com- 
munity. Mr. de Valera for the moment 
was not preaching the land tax policy, 
but it should be emphasised, because 
when he was tired of his new one 
he would probably go back to the old one, 
which was to substitute a land tax for land 
annuities. 

A REMINDER. 

On that point Mr. Hogan would advise the 
farmer to remember that he knew what the 
amount of hgs land annuities would be, and 
that they would be finished in sixty-seven 
years, whereas the amount of his land tax, 
if Mr. de Valera’s policy was adopted, would 
depend on the avarice, extravagance and in- 
efhciency of whatever Government might be 
in power. The new policy was to make the 
fermers pay their land annuities, and then 
give them back to them, and refuse to pay 
them to the British. 

Of course, it was a lie to say that the 
annuities were paid to Britain. They were 
paid through Britain to the people all over 
the world who had lent the money—one 
hundred million—to the Irish farmers. The 
Trish Jeaders at the time who agreed to 
that settlement—Parnell, Redmond, Dillon 
and’ O’Brien — spoke with as much 
authority for the Irish people as the 
plenipotentiaries who signed the Treaty, and 
until Mr. de Valera and his neo-Republicans 
started this campaign the fact that we owed 
this money was never questioned. They now 
called it reopening the financial settlement. 
They said that the Government had made a 

bad settlement and that they could get a 
better one. That made him laugh. 

Mr. de Valera had his chance of getting a 
better settlement, and he was too frightened 
to take it. He got his chance the day he 
was invited over to see the British Prime 
Minister to draw up the Treaty. If there 
ever was an occasion for an authentic leader 
of the people to act, that was one, but he 
sent two better than himself, because he 
‘knew there was a big job to be 
done—an unpopular one—and because he 
was not man enough to do it. He only 
met Mr. Lloyd George once, and Mr. Lloyd 
George frightened him so much that he 
would never meet him again. : 

They were told, continued Mr. Hogan, 
that Fianna Fail would get in at the next 
election. He did not believe it, but if the 
people wanted to put in the advocates of 
another round with England and of re- 
opening the financial settlement, he was 
content, because he had only one political 
faith. He did not think a Republic or a 
Monarchy or a Free State mattered two- 
pence. Real freedom was when the majority 
of the people could do what they damned 
well liked in their own country. (Applause.) 

No man had any luck who deliberately 
embezzled the money lent to him. If they 
did so, they could never borrow money again. 
They wanted thirty million pounds to com- 
plete land oe: they wanted money for 
housing and relief of unemployment. If they 
could not borrow money, how were they to 
solve these problems? There was only one 
other way, as had been tried in the case of 
land—namely, ‘‘ commandeering.’’ That had 
heen tried, but the present Government soon 
put a stop to it. 

Times were bad for farmers all over the 
world at the moment. Prices were falling 
up to 1927, but they were somewhat 
better this year, at least in certain branches 
of farming. The patriotic advice to give the 
farmer at the moment, when he was hard‘hit, 
was: “Stick it, and we will do our beat te 
help you.”’ 

BARLEY-GROWING. 

On the question of barley-growing, he said 
that no Government and no tariff could in- 
crease the ‘price of barley while there was 
only one customer. The obvious thing for

Fully an hour before the beginning of 
the Service the little chapel was filled to 
overflowing, several hundreds being unable 
to gain admission. Included in. the con- 
gregation were the immediate relatives of 
the priests, who came from all parts of 
Treland. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Cork 
(Dr. Cohalan) presided, and the sermon 
was preached by Monsignor Ryan, Dean 
of Cashel, who -traced the growth of 
Christianity fromthe earliest ages down 
to the present time. Despite the progress 
that had been made, however, two-thirds 
of the human race, he pointed out, had 
never heard of the true God, and were 
still wallowing in heathenism. To assist 
in carrying out the Divine instruction to 
spread the Gospel among all nations, he 
appealed for increased financial support, 
and asked every Roman Catholic family 
in Ireland to contribute the modest sum 
of one shilling annually to the Irish 
Province. 

The Irish Province is centred in three- 
fourths of. Nigeria, and covers the whole 
of Liberia,.the portion of West Africa 
known as the ‘‘ white man’s: grave.” 
There are four bishops, one hundred 
priests and a host of catechists, and in 
Ireland there are two hundred students 
preparing for the mission, thirty nuns and 
ninety canonital students. All of these, 
and many times their number, are re- 
quired, says Monsignor Ryan, and he 
states that in the Province there are no 
fewer: than 17,000,000 pagans to be 
brought to: Christianity. 


ECONOMIC FALLACIES. 


The suggestion that Great Britain might 

be expected to go very much further in 
protecting her industries under the Safe- 
guarding of Industries Act was made by 
Mr. T. P. Dowdall, in a recent address 
to members of the Cork Catholic Young 
Men’s Society Literary and Debating 
Guild. This proved, he contended, that 
the principles of Adam Smith’s free trade 
policy were no longer accepted as being 
unimpeachable economic wisdom, and 
there was a split in the hitherto solid 
mass of opinion in this school of thought, 
comprising manufacturers and the work 
people. 
“ He admitted that this free trade policy 
had placed England for the space of fifty 
years in the forefront of manufacturing 
nations, but he added that other countries, 
in order that they might find work for 
their increasing populations, had raised 
tariffs to meet English competition ; and, 
as in the case of Germany and America, 
had built up industries which not only 
supplied most of their own markets, but 
competed with England all over the world, 
and invaded even her home market. 

Mr. Dowdall went on to say that lack of 
employment had resulted in 400,000 people 
leaving the Free State between 1911 and 
1926. This was a fact of stupendous im- 
portance, calling for the closest considera- 
tion and examination ; and if our present 
economic policy was.the cause, or even the 
main contributing cause, of that terrible 
drain, then some change was called for. 

The contention that the tide of emigra- 
tion should be stemmed by further pro- 
tective duties, thus affording increased em- 
ployment, was challenged by several 
speakers. Mr. J. J. Horgan, solicitor ; 
Mr. E. J. Cussen, secretary, County Cork 
Farmers’ Union; Mr. Liam de Roiste and 
Mr. R. S. Anthony took part in the dis- 
cussion. 


HIRE-PURCHASE, 


The extent to which the hire purchase 
system has established itself in the British 
Isles is shown by the fact that one-half 
of the motor cars manufactured in Great 
Britain are sold on the instalment plan. 
This was one of the interesting points in 
an address delivered last. week by 
Hugh Butler, the Trade Commissioner of 
the American Legation in Dublin, to the 
members of the Cork Municipal School of 
Commerce Literary Society. People who 
bought goods on the “ purchase system, 
he said, were mainly of the fixed income 
class. If credit was restricted to proper 
commodities, he said, and granted to the 
right kind of individuals, it would 
gradually . slough off its dangers and

PALM OIL STEADY.

LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

Tropical produce has had quite a good 
market during the week, and prices of the 
chief commodities have moved upward. In 
the palm oil section near at hand material 
has been actively sought, but shippers are 
indifferent at the present level of values. 
Lagos opened the week at £37 15s. for store 
material, with £38 wanted for afloat per the 
Accra, and these values have held through- 
out. For November-December shipment £37 
15s, has been accepted. Softs on the spot 
also wanted for November-December and 
rose 2s. 6d. to £36 17s, 6d., which price is 
December-January arrival. For early in the 
new year, arrival buyers offer £36 2s. 6d., 
but sellers hold for 5s. more. Mediums in 
transit on spot are firm at £37, with 
November-December and December-January 
arrival at 2s. 6d. less. Near material of 
hards is not very plentiful, and £37 15s. is 
still wanted for January-February arrival, 
with buyers at anything less. Sherbros have 
been firm at £37 5s. spot and near afloat. 
During October imports into the United 
Kingdom totalled 4,779 tons, against 3,873 
tons in October, 1927. Exports during the 
same period were 5,019 tons, against 3,827, 
while Liverpool’s stock, October ál, was 
1,527 tons, against 3,817 same period last 
year. Following are spot quotations :—Lagos,

STEAM TRAWLER 
LOST. 


SUNK OFF GALWAY

ACCIDENT TO THE 
RESCUING BOAT.

The. Swansea trawler, Caerphilly Castle. 
with a cargo of £800 worth of fish aboard, 
disappeared in 200 fathoms of water when 
five miles to the south of Slyne Head at nine 
o'clock on Friday night. She was at the time 
being towed by her sister trawler, the Picton 
Castle, which only a few hours earlier had 
taken off her crew of eleven in a heavy sea 
when their decks were practically awash. 

The Caerphilly Castle was fishing off the 
west of Galway Bay, when she sprung a leak 
at about five o clock on Friday morning. She 
immediately sent out §.0.5.. messages to 
other Swansea trawlers that were in the 
neighbourhood. The messages were acknow- 
ledged by the Picten Castle, whose skipper 
(Captain Doddy) immediately rushed his 
vessel, which is one of the newest and most 
modern owned by the company, to the 
assistance of the Caerphilly Castle. 

CREW TAKEN OFF. 

Meanwhile the crew of the sinking trawler 
worked heroically to keep her afloat. 
After some hours steaming, the Picton Castle 

ot in touch with the trawler, which was 
ast settling down. Notwithstanding the 
heavy seas, a toWrope was Connected between 
the trawlers, and the Picton Castle proceeded 
to tow the Caerphilly Castle to Kilronan, 
Aran Islands, with a view to beaching her 
there. 

As darkness approached, the crew of the 
Caerphilly Castle saw that she was sinking. 
Heavy seas were running, notwithstanding 
which the task of transferring Captain 
Batchelor and his crew from the sinking 
trawler to the rescue boat was carried out 
without accident. The clothes and belongings 
of the crew, as well as the considerable cargo 
of fish, had to be abandoned. 

VESSEL SINKS. 

The Caerphilly Castle then proceeded 
through the darkness: towards Kilronan, 
but at about 9 o'clock, when five miles south 
of Slyne Head, a great tug was felt on the 
tow-rope, and it was found that the water- 
logged trawler had sunk in two hundred 
fathoms of water. The tow-line was im- 
mediately cut and the Caerphilly Castle 
steamed with the rescued crew to Kilronan, 
the little capital of the Aran Islands.> 
i The men were taken to Galway on Satur- 

av. 

The Picton Castle afterwards met with an 
accident. 

A wireless message was received from 
Skipper Dodd yesterday stating that the 
Picton Castle had struck a submerged object, 
resulting in the loss of two full blades of the 
propeller. 

“* Luck’s out,” concluded the skipper, in his 
report of the accident. The Picton Castle is 
now steaming for Swansea.

NEW BRITISH REGULATIONS. 


Under the British Merchandise Marks Act, 
1926, an Order has been made by the British 
Government, in connection with the importa- 
tion into and the sale in the United Kingdom 
of: Great, Britain and Northern Ireland of 
fresh apples and honey. | 

The Order, in so far as it refers to fresh 
apples, comes into force to-morrow, and re- 
quires that the indication of origin shall be 
indelibly marked before importation. Such 
marking must be by means of mages 5ú sten- 
cilliig, stamping, or branding on each outer 
container, or on a label securely attached 
thereto, in letters of a prescribed minimum 
height. Either of the descriptions ‘‘Empire’’ 
or “Irish Free State’’ would comply with 
the provisions of the Act, but it is recom- 
mended by the Free State Department of 
Agriculture that the description “ Irish Free 
State ” is preferable. , ! 

The portion of the Order referring to honey 
comes info force on the láth January next, 
and reguires, in short, that imported honey 
shall not be sold or exposed for sale in the 
United Kingdom unless it bears an indication 
€ mun e indication of origin. must, be 
printed or stencilled, etc., on the container, or 
on a label attached thereto, in letters of a 
prescribed minimum height. The Order in 
the case of honey does not prescribe that the 
honey must be so marked before impertation 
into the United Kingdom, but merelr sets 
out that it must be so branded before sale 


however, decline to purchase Irish Free State 
honey unless the brand has already been 
affixed before export. It is very desirable 
that the branding should be uniform. Either 
of the descriptions, ‘‘Empire’’ or “Trish 
Free State,”’ would comply with the require- 
ments of the Act, but it is recommended that 
if beekeepers are required by the purchaser 
to brand the honey before export the honey 
should be marked “ Irish Free State.”

THE COMPANIONS OF 
ST. PATRICK. 


NEED OF PROPAGANDA. 


Senator Major-General Sir William B. 
Hickie, K.C.B., who presided at the dinner 
of the Companions of St. Patrick in the 
Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, last Saturday 
night, said that the occasion was historic as 
it was the first time they had ladies present 
as members. They were ali pleased and 
proud to have them, and he hoped that they 
would bring in more lady members—the more 
they had the better. 

Mr. George E. Shanahan,, proposing the 
toast of ‘‘ Their President ” (which was 
the only toast of the evening), said that Sir 
Wiliam Hickie had done excellent work for 
the Companionship during the two or three 
years ‘which he had been ‘their President. 
He knew that his brother committee men and 
Companions, as well as the ladies who were 
now in their ranks, all appreciated. the work 
of their President. 

The toast having been drunk with musical 
honours, the President said’ that any man in 
any walk of life who took up a job did it to 
the best of his ability. That was all he had 
tried to do, Looking around him he knew 
that the men who were working, and had 
been working, for this country, whether in 
business-.or in politics—that whatever they 
took up they did their work for all they were 
worth. In that he saw a great hope for the 
country to which they all belonged and which 
they all loved. As regards the Companions 
of St. Patrick, he had spoken on several 
occasions about its work, and stated that it 
was not as well known as it ought to be. 
They were bad at propaganda work. 

MARSHAL FOCH. 

“ We had a tremendous lesson in propa- 
me this morning,” said Sir William, when 

opened the /rish Times and saw. two 
colunins headed by a very wonderful speech 
of Marshal’ Foch dealing with the work the 
Irish soldiers had done: in the war. 
An Trish Times Correspondent. came 
to me this: evening and asked me. to 
say a few words. as to what I thought of 
Marshal Foch’s high encominm-of the Irish 
soldiers. I told him all I could say in the 
absence of Sir Bryan Mahon, who was senior 
General of the Forces in Ireland. I was only 
able-to say that I was very glad to see that 
the man who: was so qualified to speak—and 
no man was more qualified to do so than 
Marshal Foch—was able to speak these 
heautiful and true words about the part that 
the Irish soldiers took in the Great War.” 

PROPAGANDA. 

What was in the back of his mind in this, 
he continued, was the want of propaganda. 
They had not gone about talking of the part 
Irish “soldiers had played, and the Trish 
people did not recognise and did not know it. 
In a lesser manner they might take the Com- 
panions of St. Patrick. Too few people in 
the country knew about the institution. 
There were many people who would be good 
Companions and who ought to join. He 
thought they should take an example from 
some of the senior societies—St. George’s, St. 
Andrew’s or St. David’s. They might take a 
leaf out of their books; and really everybody 
in Ireland ought belong to the Companions. 
It rested with themselves to see that there 
were twicé as many members when they sat 
down to dinner on next St. Patrick’s Day. 
For himself, so long as the Companions had 
trust in him and kept him in the position 
in which they had put him, he would con- 
tinue to work to the best if his ability. He 
asked all members to do the samé.

W markets do not always move in the 
way speculators would wish, it cannot be 
denied that they are interesting, and each 
day presents at least one or two striking 
features. The favourable effect in London 
of the election of Mr. Hoover as President 
of America was Only moderate, and it quickly 
disappeared.” ‘Those’ who may be dis- 
appointed that there was nothing like a 
sustained rise in prices, even of shares 
directly affected by operations on American 
account, must remember that there has been 
a fair amount of liquidation in London on 
the part of people who had bitten off more 
than they could chew. Inu many instances; 
prices had been carried far too high, and 
the subsequent set-back involved punters im a. 
nasty loss. Extreme cases are Duophone 
and Waste Food Products shares. A fall 
in these was “' sticking out,” as they say on 
the Stock Exchange, and it was only a 
question of time when it came. 


WEAKNESS OF SPECULATORS. 
There are people, however, who cam never 
be made to understand that when shares are 
carriel up t» such an unjustifiably high level 
as these were, the movement is not besed 
on anything that is known of the profits 
heing made by the companies, but is. the 
result of market manipulation by a clique 
of somewhat unscrupulous operators who 
make the most of any reports of expanding | 
earnings, etc. Somebody always buys at the 
top prices, losing their sense of proportion in 
the glamour that surrounds a strong bul 
market, and naturally they suffer. But while 
these- two particular shares represent ex- 
treme instances, there are many other cases 
of shares more or less inflated, where a re- 
action to a more reasonable level is certain. 


A QUESTION OF AVERAGING. 


We have now reached a stage where many 
people are left with very speculative shares 
bought at a considerably higher level. What 
should they do? A good many are tempted 
to increase their cac. Í in order that the 
average cost should be brought to a figure 
giving greater promise of profit. in the event 
of a recovery. Obviously the question 
whether this policy should be adopted de- 
pends upon the character of the shares. If 
the holding. ig mainly in some of the new 
companies Which have yet to justify their 
existence, and where there is at least a doubt 
if that justification will be forthcoming, it 
would be foolish to increase the holding, and 
thus run the risk of increasing the loss. 
Where it seems perfectly clear that the 
higher level was by no means justified, 
then the shares should be sold, irrespective 
of the immediate ioss involved. The recent 
course of markets has exemplified the wisdom 
of the advice given on many occasions of late 
that the best shares to speculate in are those 
of companies with excellent records of past 
earnings, and a strong financial position. 
Even these can become inflated, but at least 
the buyer has something for his money, 
whereas in the case of some of the newer con- 
cerns it is doubtful if in course of time he 
will have anything more than a certain num- 
her of nicely printed certificates. 


TOBACCO SHARES. 


Just before the bonus was deducted from 
British American Tobacco Shares the price 
was 6%.

MARCONIS. 


The interests involved in the merger of 
cable and wireless companies are so important 
that no surprise is felt that it is not vet 
possible to complete the scheme.

THE OUTLOOK, 

Stock Exchange business is developing along 
healthier lines, less attention being paid to 
mere gambles and more to investment secur!- 
ties and the shares of companies with a 
record of achievement. Some of the minor 
gambling counters it is true show signs o 
amazing vitality, but this as a rule denotes 
an oversold account rather than sudden re- 
cognition of intrinsic merit where little or 
none exists. Timely recognition of this fact 
may save regrets later on (says The Sunday 
Times). Although the first effect of Mr. 
Hoover's victory was to induce profit-taking, 
we are witnessing a resumption of the * p 
perity boom,’’ which finds its reflection here. 
(;ramophone shares have become accustomed 
to take their cue from Columbias and Victor 
Talking Machines, while Mond Nickels natur- 
ally respond to the movements in Inter- 
national Nickels. | Montreal is hardly less 
important, influencing such shares as Brazilian 
Tractions and British Columbia Power. Con- 
sequently, the strength or otherwise of these 
markets is a considerable factor in estimating 
the course of events on this side. It seems 
hopeless to expect any pong | in Home 
Rails until adequate steps are taken to meet 
road competition. From time to time it has 
been rumoured, and as often denied, that the 
Southern Railway and Thos. Tilling and Co. 
were to join forces. Such a combination 
would appear to be almost ideal from the 
point of view of the facilities afforded to the 
public, and it seems a pity that this and other 
similar arrangements cannot be made with a 
view to avoiding duplication of effort. 


INSURANCE COMBINATIONS. 

In these days every phase of industry and 
finance is "se méin to rumours more or less 
well founded of amalgamations and combina- 
tions. At the moment it is the insurance 
world which is the centre oí such specula- 
tions. Secret negotiations are in progress, 
1t is declared, the object of which is to 
bring about a grouping of the sixty or so 
companies now operating in this country into 
more or less compact units numbering pos- 
sibly some half dozen in all (writes The Ob- 
server). What has been achieved in banking 
it is believed should also be possible in’ in- 
surance. Substantial economies could be 
effected were the competition between the 
leading companies eliminated, the benefit of 
which could be divided between the share- 
holders and the policy holders. How far 
those who are actively pursuing the project 
will suce yet remains to be seen. No 
doubt can exist, however, that they have a 
fertile field in which to work. Great and 
powerful as are our insurance corporations, 
there is still a wide field in which they 
might operate were combined publicity and 
propaganda made possible. Taken as a whole, 
the ple of Great Britain are under-in- 
sured. Given more direct instruction on the 
advantages of insurance and lower rates of 
premium, their indifference on this important 
matter might be overcome. 


GAS SHARES. 

Holders of gas companies’ shares, a fairly 
numerous body, should be interested in the 
debate initiated in the Upper House last 
week. The fact that a certain Minister has 
gone out of his way to sing the praises of 
electricity in contrast with those of gas has 
naturally aroused considerable resentment 
among investors in gas undertakings, who 
consider that they have not been fairly 
treated. It seems that two-thirds of the gas 
sold to-day is used for heating purposes, one- 
quarter for industrial power, and only about 
one-tenth for illumination. The gas industry 
in association with the production of coal by- 
products must remain one of ‘the most im- 
portant in the country, however great the 
increase in the production and consumption of 
electricity. A country correspondent who 
holds a large number of gas shares reminds us 
(Sunday Times) that he gets a good steady 
return on his money with safety, and declares 
that he can find no other kind of investment 
so uniformly remunerative. No doubt, his 
experience is not singular. The shares of the 
premier company, the Gas Light and Coke of 
London, yield only about 5g, but much higher 
returns may be obtained on those of pro- 
vincial abuse, including, to name only a 
few, the Alliance and Dublin Gas Consumers, 
the Brighton and Hove, the Hastings and St. 
Leonards, and the North Middlesex, in all of 
whose areas housing extensions ensure a con- 
tinued increase in the demand for gas both 
for heating and for cooking. The only fly in 
the ointment is that gas shares, while offer- 
ing a regular and substantial return on 
capital, are less marketable than securities in 
which there is a wider public interest. But 
for investors content to hold on and in search 
of income only they offer attractions possessed 
by few other kinds of industrial investments.

LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


From Our ComMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
During the past week eight steamers 
landed fresh meat from the various overseas 
orts.

245 cases of pork and 211 boxes and bags 
of meat; the Montcalm, from Montreal, with 
1,153 boxes etc., of meat; the Highland 
Pride, from River Plate, with 22,562 shee 
and lamb carcases, 51 carcases of pork, 3,986 
bags etc., of meat, and 29,110 qrs. of beef; 
the Laconia, from New York, with 500 cases 
of pork and 29 boxes of meat; and the 
Newfoundland, from Boston, with 1,000 
boxes of pork and 25. boxes of meat— 
making a total of 22,562 sheep and lamb 
carcases, 1,706 boxes of pork, 9, boxes of 
meat and 45,002 qrs. of beef. Compared 
with the imports of the preceding week, 
these figures show an increase of 10,734 qrs. 
of beef, 4,333 and boxes of meat and 
1,525 cases and carcases of pork, and a de- 
crease of 40,396 sheep and b carcases.
